Lessons learnt from this plant will play a 
very important part in the future generation 
plans of the Central Electricity Authority. 
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The growing need for power 


Britain today is making an all-out drive for increased 
production, and as the pace quickens, so does the 
demand for power. In 1955, about one-fifth of the 
national coal output was used to generate electricity. 
The demand for power doubles every ten years and by 
1965, 40 per cent of the estimated national coal output 
that year will be needed to keep up with the demand. 
Nuclear energy will do much to make up the difference 
between the need for electric power and the supply of 
home-produced coal. 

Work will be started on the first two nuclear power 
stations in 1957, and by 1965 a total of 12 nuclear 
power stations, employing both gas- and liquid-cooled 
reactors, will be supplying current to the Grid. The 
rapid developments of the past 18 months have shown 
that the potential capacity of the earlier stations will be 
practically double the original estimate; this means 
that by 1965 we should be getting from nuclear power 
alone electricity equal to 10 to 12 million tons of coal. 

As the demand for electricity grows, 
nuclear energy will become more and more 
important in supplying the power upon 
which the economic future of the country 
so largely depends.

THE PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 


ROADLY, there are two kinds of Presidential Address, the controversial 
and the philosophical. Of recent years the inaugural addresses to the 
RIBA have been mostly of the latter kind, presumably on the reasoning that 
the occasion, with many distinguished guests in the audience, is not one for the 
ventilation of controversial matters of purely professional interest. These, 
it is held, are for meetings of the members, of the committees and of the Council. 
(And, of course, for the Press !) 

Mr. Kenneth Cross, the incoming President, in his inaugural address to the 
Institute (reported on page 794) conformed to recent practice and steered 
clear of controversy, confining his remarks to two principal themes, namely 
(a) the development of the RIBA from the status of a London club of private 
architects to that of a Commonwealth organisation, and (b) the impact of 
science on architecture. As to the former, he laid emphasis on the good that 
came through the exchange of thought and ideas on architectural matters 
with our friends in various parts of the Commonwealth. Personal contacts 
are invaluable, and it is gratifying to learn that the innovation introduced 
during the presidency of Mr. Graham Henderson (1950-52), when he and the 
Secretary made an official visit to Canada, is to be followed up in the New 
Year, when Mr. Cross and Mr. Spragg will visit Australia and New Zealand. 
They will carry with them the good will and good wishes of all British architects. 

Mr. Cross was admirably philosophical on the subject of science and art, 
holding that the best results have been achieved when the balance between the 
two has been fairly evenly maintained. To-day, in a good deal of contemporary 
work, however, it is easy enough to detect the science but extremely difficult 
to find the art. The new structural techniques, dispensing with load-bearing 
walls, have made nonsense of the old canons of proportion, the relationship of 
solid and void and decorative detail, by which architecture used to be judged, 
and some people are puzzled. But these are early days. The new architecture 
will presumably evolve an aesthetic of its own as time goes on, as recognisable 
and as inevitable as that of Early English Gothic or the work of the Renaissance. 

Perhaps the greatest problem of the architect is how to keep pace with 
scientific developments. Mr. Cross touched on the relation of the architect 
to the various engineering specialists whose work constitutes so large and 
important a part of contemporary building—structural engineering, heating, 
lighting, acoustics, ventilating, and so forth. Owing, as he said, to the growing 
complexity of modern building methods it is virtually impossible for the 
individual architect to be an expert on all these matters. He must, of course, 
delegate, but if he is to remain the leader of the building team (and the nature of 
his training should qualify him to be this) he must be familiar with the broad 
principles involved in order to explain his requirements and to judge the work 
of his specialists. Many architects, of course, have this knowledge and ability, 
but they are presumably in the minority. 

Mr. Cross commended, in this connection, the appeal made at the meeting 
of the British Association for a new degree course at the universities—a com- 
bined science and arts subject. This would certainly help to break down the 
general barrier between science and art that has grown up since the days of 
Wren and Newton, but the architect would seem to need something of a more 
practical kind, possibly something in the nature of a periodical refresher 
course, and it would be interesting to know whether such a thing exists and, if 
not, whether it would be possible to set one up. This is a matter that might 
be considered by the Science Committee. 

If Mr. Cross refrained from committing himself on questions of policy, as 
he was clearly entitled to do, his temperate address gave an excellent send-off 
to the new session. We wish him abundant success in his term of office. 
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CHECKING DAMAGE BY FROST 


Tr again, sitting by our cosy fires and listening to the news, we may hear 

those all too familiar phrases ‘frost is expected north of a line from 
. . . This time we can have no excuse if Jack Frost catches us unawares as he 
did so humiliatingly last February when, according to a survey conducted by 
the Ministry of Housing, 18 per cent of the million local authority houses 
surveyed had suffered frost damage. 


The Builder has conducted a vigorous campaign during the summer on 
this issue, believing that prevention is better than cure and, to their credit, 
Ministerial and other official sources have been no less active. This activity 
has culminated in the timely issue on October 10 of British Standard Code of 
Practice (CP 99 (1956)) on frost precautions in buildings, and in Circular 
No. 57/56 on Frozen Pipes, issued on October 23 to all local authorities and 
water undertakings. Architects and builders should also immediately possess 
themselves of both these important documents and carry out their provisions. 


Inasmuch as the circular is addressed to water undertakings, it asks them to 
tighten up their by-laws so as to read ‘whenever possible fittings should be 
placed so that they cannot freeze, or that, if they cannot so be placed, they 
should be protected’ and to add a clause that if the recently issued British 
Standard Code of Practice is followed, then the main requirements of the by- 
laws are deemed to be satisfied and, lastly, a by-law requiring that adequate 
drainage taps to all pipe systems shall be provided. This is the Minister’s 
adroit way of adding teeth to the new code of practice without going to the 
extent of making it mandatory. 

The Minister goes on to suggest that water authorities should be advised of 
new building plans at the time of approval so that they may take steps at a 
sufficiently early stage to ensure that their requirements are properly complied 
with—a healthy suggestion, bringing authority and architect or builder together 
in consultation at the most effective time. 


Water authorities have power to supply and instal fittings, though not all 
authorities use this power. The Minister recommends that they should, and he 
draws their attention to new materials and fittings which have been capable of 
withstanding frost. In this connection, he specifically mentions the use of 
polythene piping for outdoor plumbing and internal cold water plumbing, 
including the rising main, from which it would appear that this material has 
now full official sanction. He goes on to recapitulate Appendix G of the Housing 
Manual’s technical appendices and to reiterate that, if these simple precautions 
-be properly applied, little trouble from frost should occur. 

This circular indicates that frost is now, however tardily, recognised as an 
important economic enemy. The initial attack is tolerably well mounted and it 
would ill behove us to call, like a Montgomery, for twice as many guns.

he called for the setting uv of a staff 
college. It was a case, one gathered, of 
‘Think or Thwim,’ to quote the rather 
recondite title he gave to his address. 
He went on to devlore the ‘ destructive’ 
criticism of modern architecture by the 
President of the Royal Academy, tilted 
at the Royal Fine Art Commission for 
being ‘negative and ineffectual, and 
condemned the British Transport Com- 
mission for their ‘ pitiful design record.’ 
He saw a ray of hove, however, in the 
greater appreciation of the need for good 


who may not have shared all his views, 
for the AA has a liking for a President 
who will speak his mind and—yes, show 
leadership! Mr. Bryan Westwood, who 
as Past President moved a vote of thanks 
to the President, well described Mr. 
Goulden’s address as ‘stimulating, 
courageous and witty.’ 

Seconding the vote of thanks, Sir 
Hugh Casson said he had enjoyed very 
much what Mr. Goulden had had to say, 
and commiserated with him on _ the 
arduous task of being President. Com- 
menting on Mr. Goulden’s observations 
on the need for raising the standard of 
design, Sir Hugh said that in his opinion 
there was ‘too much moving around’ by 
public architects which must prevent 
them from acquiring that love of place 
which was necessary if they were to give 
of their best. He saw a danger in ‘the 
foot-loose vrofessional man.’ On the 
question of training for leadership, he 
said that the architect’s task was to 
persuade people that they wanted what 
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they did not know they wanted. Tha 
was the type of leadership required of 
the profession. After some _ good 
humoured bantering, the new Presiden; 
and Mrs. Goulden retired with the 
dinner-jacketed members and their lz dies 
to the lounge to continue the discussic n— 
and for further refreshment. 


Preserving the Solent 


A CALL to declare as a national W ater 
Park such parts of the Solent betv een 
Calshot and Lymington as are not 
already cut into by heavy industry and 
defence needs is made in the current i sue 
of Time and Tide by Sir Hugh Cas.on. 
In thus supporting an idea originally put 
forward by The Yachting World, he « oes 
well to keep in the mind of public ind 
authority the fact that the Solent is the 
gateway to England for those thous: nds 
from the New World who prefer se.. to 
air. Southampton Water, from Cal hot 
to the city on the west bank, is heavily 
industrialised. New _ installations are 
planned for the eastern side at Har ble, 
and there is a proposal to double the size 
of the Fawley refinery, on the west side 
of what Casson appropriately enough 
now calls ‘ the Tradesman’s Entrance ° to 
Britain. No doubt Cadland, with its ex- 
quisite farm buildings by Henry Holland, 
is near doomed. We shall hope that, 
when Parliament is in a mood to discuss 
matters of amenity, the proposal to make 
the Solent a ‘water park’ may be 
speedily ventilated. 


Middlesex Parish Churches 


In 1952 the London and Middlesex 
Archeological Society decided to under- 
take a survey of the structures and fur- 
nishings of its Anglican parish churches 
of all periods down to the present day. 
A questionnaire form was drawn up and 
distributed to 25 members and others who 
made themselves responsible for arrang- 
ing the survey in each district. All the in- 
formation thus assembled, on the original 
surveyor’s forms, is to be placed in the 
Society’s library at the Bishopsgate 
Institute. In the meantime a summary of 
the reports on the churches, arranged in 
alphabetical order of local government 
districts, has been compiled, with an 
introduction, by Mr. Michael Robbins, 
and published in book form by the 
Society from _ Bishopsgate _ Institute, 
London, EC2, price 6s. net. The details 
given of the 237 buildings surveyed are 
invaluable to students of Middlesex 
church architecture, particularly the lists 
of. architects, artists and designers.

arrangement of services. Pre-stressed concrete beams 
have been laid between the steel joists, the beams 
being a standard size and length, and laid to a standard 
spacing throughout the building. Such beams are 
factory-made, using high-tensile steel wire for pre- 
stressing the concrete. Precast concrete slabs were laid 
over these beams to complete the structural floor, 
and the floor finish, a plastic material, was sprayed 
over these. Beneath the beams, pre-cast concrete slabs, 
made with a lightweight aggregate with fire-resisting 
and acoustical qualities, were fixed to form the 
ceilings. These may be removed to obtain access to 
the services at any point. 

Most of the external walls and the internal parti- 
tions are made from factory-formed ‘assemblies’ 
which are bolted into position quickly and simply 
on the site. Each assembly consists of a structural 
cellular plastic panel, and sheets of glass fixed into an 
alloy framework. Teak frames and casements are 
fitted into the assemblies where opening windows are 
required. The assemblies are identical in design, but 
the arrangement of the parts is so organised that a 
number of interesting visual variations may be obtained 
by fixing the panels in ‘ opposite-handed ’ positions on 
the building. Several colours and different textures 
have been selected for the finish of the plastic panels, 
which are grey, straw-colour, terra-cotta red, and dark 
bottle-green. The panels are filled with a lightweight, 
fire resistant and thermally insulating material. All 
materials are self-finished, so that very little paint is 
used to complete the building, and the maintenance 
costs should be minimised. 

In certain places where the walls need to conform 
to dimensions which cannot be standardised to fit the 
assembly module, precast concrete blocks are used to 
construct the wall. Two shapes of blocks have been 
cast so that a strong pattern and textural contrast in 
the assemblies is obtained. For the finish of these 
blocks local Kentish materials are used; on the one 
block the finish being obtained by the use of the local

MR. KENNETH CROSS’S PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 


Mr. Kenneth M. B. Cross, MA 
{Cantab.), PRIBA, gave his inaugural 
address at the RIBA on November 6. 
From this we take the following sub- 
stantial extracts. 


T is, IL believe, (said Mr. Cross) 
customary for this Inaugural Address 
10 be a kind of speech from the throne in 
which no questions of policy need 
necessarily be referred to but in which it 
is hoped that there may be some dis- 
closure as to the kind of man you have 
chosen to be the new President. My 
endeavour, of course, while chatting 
amiably of this and that will be to ensure 
that no such disclosure takes vlace. 
When I had the honour of being 
elected President of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects many of my friends 
offered me their congratulations, some 
said how surprised they were when they 
heard the news—though they hastily 
added that they did not mean quite that. 
There were others who offered condolen- 
ces as to one suddenly bereft of reason 
and who was hurrying to an untimely 
end. But one well-wisher, having offered 
congratulations, put the terrible question: 
“But when is your Inaugural Address? 
1 must come and hear that.’ I know he 
had the best intentions but no one who 
has not exverienced the labour of com- 
posing an Inaugural Address can have 
the slightest conception what a depres- 
sing effect this exercise can have on the 
most buoyant personality. At first glance 
it all seems so easy; the canvas is vast, 
architecture, civilisation, humanity, pro- 
gress are all impressive words and might 
be brought in to play their part in the 
composition of a victure of considerable 
dimensions. The story that the picture 
told would start with the cave dwellings 
of Dordogne in France 20,000 years 
before the Ice Age and would end with 
some cloud-capped pinnacle, one mile 
high, created in the imagination of 
Frank Lloyd Wright as a contribution to 
the solution of the housing problem on 
the Lake front at Chicago. But this 
review would, I fear, degenerate into an 
outline history of architecture which you 
would say at once vou could get out of 
41 book. I would, of course, protest that 
we were a learned society but you would 
say ‘Yes, we know, but not as learned 
as all that.’ 


Commonwealth Contacts 


Having recalled something of the 
earlier history of the Institute and 
mentioned the present rebuilding of No. 
68, Portland-place and the adding of two 
floors to the headquarters building, Mr. 
Cross proceeded as follows:— 

In addition to our central organisation 
there are 26 allied societies in England 
many of which have several branches or 
chapters. In Scotland there is the Royal 
Incorporation of Architects with six 
chapters, and in Ireland there is the 
Royal Institute of Architects of Ireland 
in the Revublic of Ireland and there is 
the Roval Society of Ulster Architects. 

No doubt most of my audience here 


to-night are fully aware of the extent of 
our organisation in the British Isles with 
a membership, including students, of 
about 20,000, but I would remind you 
that we are also the centre of a network 
of Overseas Allied Societies and their 
branches with whom we are in frequent 
touch particularly in regard to educa- 
tional and constitutional matters. 


In Africa we have the Institute of 
South African Architects with its 
President-in-Chief and its provincial 
institutes in the Cave, Natal, Orange 
Free State and Transvaal, the East Africa 
Institute with three chapters in Kenya, 
Uganda and Tanganyika and also the 
Institute of Southern Rhodesian Archi- 
tects. Weare shortly to admit to alliance 
a society covering Northern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland. 

In Australia the Royal Australian 
Institute of Architects comprises chapters 
in New South Wales, Queensland, 
Tasmania and Western Australia together 
with the South Australian Institute and 
the Royal Victorian Institute. 

The Royal Architectural Institute of 
Canada with its headquarters at Ottawa 
has federated societies in Alberta, 
British Columbia, Manitoba, New 
Brunswick, Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, 
Ontario, Quebec and Saskatchewan. 

The New Zealand Institute of Archi- 
tects is allied to us and to complete the 
story we have the Indian Institute of 
Architects, the Institute of Architects of 
Malaya and the Federation of Malaya 
Society of Architects. 

No doubt the time will soon come 
when we shall be receiving applications 
for alliance from the recently formed 
societies in West Africa, Hong Kong and 
the British West Indies. 

I have referred to our allied 
Societies overseas in some _ detail 
because I think it should be appreci- 
ated what a large field our activities 
cover and what a great influence we 
can exercise in all that concerns archi- 
tectural matters through the exchange of 
thought and ideas with our friends in 
various parts of the Commonwealth. I 
suggest that we call to mind Dr. John- 
son’s recommendation and keep our 
friendships in revair in every way 
possible and particularly through the 
exchange of visits. I believe that they 
will welcome us; I know that we will 
welcome them whenever they can come 
and see us. It is no longer sufficient for 
us to be a small learned society with our 
interests largely confined to London as 
we were in the time of Lord de Grey, 
our first President. Neither is it sufficient 
for us to have our activities confined to 
the British Isles as was the case at the 
beginning of this century. By working 
for and getting the Registration Acts of 
1931 and 1938 we have taken a different 
road, one that leads to growth, consolida- 
tion and recognition at home and to 
expansion, breadth of view and freshness 
of vision under the stimulus of contact 
with our allied members overseas. 

It has been said that the vosition of 
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the Royal Institute of British Archite-ts 
is unique, that not only have we a series 
of architectural organisations allied to 
and federated with the RIBA at hone 
but that you cannot go into any part of 
the Commonwealth, into any Domin >n 
or Crown colony without finding in 
organisation of architects who are lin’ =d 
by practical as well as sentimental es 
with the Royal Institute. 

It is essential that we should de. se 
machinery to ensure the fullest cons |- 
tation with our allied societies where :r 
they may be situated in the Comm: :- 
wealth. I hove it may be possi 
during my Presidency for me, a 
company with the Secretary, to visit so: ‘e 
of them in response to the wara 
invitations which we have receiv: |. 
Plans towards this end are at prese t 
under consideration. 

Machine-made Architecture 

During the period immediately befo:2 
the last war much of our work wis 
influenced by the best Swedish and Dutc 1 
examples. Ten years ago, in Novemb«r 
1946, Sir Lancelot Keay read the fir:t 
Inaugural Address which had bee 
given for eight years during which period 
very little architectural work had been 
possible. Sir Lancelot vointed out that. 
during the ten years before the war, 
more than one President had referred to 
machine-made architecture as being on 
the way. To-day it would seem to have 
arrived. Architecture has always, in my 
opinion, comorised both science and art 
and I like to think that the best results 
have been achieved when the balance 
between science and art has been fairly 
evenly maintained. There was _ this 
harmony in the Parthenon, in_ the 
Pantheon, in the great Gothic Cathedrals, 
in St. George’s Hall, Livervool, in some 
of the architecture of iron and glass of 
the 19th century and also in the Dome 
of Discovery. If to-day it seems that 
science is in the ascendant I would 
suggest that building construction was 
not very progressive or imaginative in 
Victorian days and there is still some 
way to go. 

There are three phenomena in modern 
life which would seem to indicate that 
great changes are taking vlace and that 
we are approaching a new era in human 
affairs. They are the soread of auto- 
mation, the discovery and use of atomic 
energy and the achievement of self- 
government by many people formerly of 
colonial status. The increase in auto- 
mation and the use of atomic energy 
are bound to affect building and we can 
expect additional new materials, new 
methods of construction and a genera! 
speeding uv of building vrocesses. But 
science cannot do everything; science 
cannot supply ‘the complete answer. 
Here is a small extract from Lor’! 
Crawford’s address to the University o! 
St. Andrews in 1953: 

‘There is, after all, so much _ that 
science cannot do. It cannot tell what 
song the Syrens sang nor what we are 
beyond the grave. It has brought us 
longer life without the havviness which 
makes it worth living, and without 
knowledge of its cause or meaning; it 
does not know why we are moved by

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m sic, nor why words in a certain order 
besome poetry, nor why one bottle of 
wie is better than another .. . It has 
ac-ordingly nothing to say about things 
re gious, aesthetic and _ philosophical.’ 

science cannot supply the complete 
answer but, paradoxically, science offers 
indirectly the only hove of real archi- 
tetural progress. If architects are to 
design happily and successfully they 
must feel that they have the support and 
appreciation of the public for whom 
they work. In short not only architects 
but the public should be cultivated and 
knowledgeable. In the stress and 
struggle to keep going it is increasingly 
difficult for younger men and women to 
earn their living, run their homes, get 
their children educated and continue to 
find sufficient spare time in which to 
develop their tastes in the arts in general 
and architecture in particular. Not only 
is more leisure needed but also money 
for the purchase of books, pictures or 
other works of art. We must look to 
science to improve methods of produc- 
tion to such an extent that shorter hours 
can be worked and, in addition, we 
should call for the develooment of 
domestic labour-saving devices at low 
cost to alleviate the soul-destroying 
tyranny of housework. It might be 
possible to develop a social economy on 
these lines in which people can live a full 
life and enjoy a real appreciation of the 
arts. 

It is, I think, significant that at the 
meeting of the British Association in 
September a strong avveal was made for 
a new degree course at universities. It 
was provosed that a science and an arts 
subject should be combined in one course 
with a view to producing men and 
women for whom there were not two 
worlds but one. Mr. J. A. Ratcliffe, 
FRS, of the Cavendish Laboratory, 
Cambridge, argued that science was 
impersonal, it started from agreed facts 
aid its conclusions were checked by 
experiments. But there were situations 
1 which the element of judgment was 
linportant and vowers of exvression and 
Persuasion were needed. Dr. Smail, the 
historian, complained of the ignorance 
cf the generally educated man as to the 
rieaning of the simplest scientific terms. 
! ecently both scientists and historians 
lave been recognising the value of each 
‘thers’ methods and if effective means 


can be found of reducing the barriers 
that have grown up since the days of Sir 
Christopher Wren and Sir Isaac Newton 
between science and art then surely we 
shall have taken a step in the right 
direction. 


There may be some here to-night 
who are not entirely happy about the 
position of the architect and the various 
engineering specialists whether  struc- 
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tural, heating, lighting, acoustic, ventilat- 
ing or others. Owing to the growing 
complexity of modern building methods 
it is virtually impossible for the 
individual architect to be an expert in 
these engineering matters. But that does 
not mean that he should stand aside and 
leave the experts in charge. It is of the 
greatest importance that the architect 
should be in active control of all work 
included in the building contract and 
accordingly he must be familiar with the 
broad principles involved in each case 
so that he can exolain his requirements 
to the engineer and be in a position to 
discuss the problem with him and to 
criticise the detailed solution which the 
engineer submits. 

During this terrible 20th century, con- 
cluded the President, our civilisation has 
been shaken to its foundations and yet, 
if the world can remain at veace, and 
the threat of war can be removed, we 
can be confident that, with the helo of 
science, we can enjoy such a veriod of 
material and spiritual prosperity as we 
have never dreamt of. This havpy state 
of affairs will, of course, be reflected in 
our architecture.

Elemental Bills 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—In his address on ‘ Practice and 
Procedure in the Preparation of a 
Bill of Quantities’ at Southamovton, Mr. 
Willis spoke on Elemental Bills of 
Quantities (revorted in The Builder, 
October 26). I should like to comment 
on some of Mr. Willis’s remarks, based 
on my own exoverience gained in prepar- 
ing elemental bills and studying their use 
over the past two years. 

Mr. Willis states that a decision to 
build by elements must be made at the 
taking-off stage. This early decision can 
assist the working-up, but irrespective of 
the method of taking-off adooted, billing 
by elements is easy so long as the 
dimensions have been sign-vosted. The 
view exoressed by Mr. Willis ‘ that billing 
of elements must involve a sood deal of 
repetition of items’ is not borne out by 
experience. Of three bills examined, the 
number of additional repetitive items 
were 4 per cent., 1 ver cent. and 2 per 
cent. of the total number of items. In 
the case of the bill with 2 ver cent. 
repetitive items, fewer items would have 
recurred if * Wall Finishes ’ and ‘ Decora- 
tions’ had been billed separately instead 
of being billed with *‘ External Walls ’ and 
‘Internal Partitions.’ 

Regarding the alleged difficulty in sending 
out sub-contract inquiries, I believe it is 
quite usual for the estimator to read through 
a bill of quantities as soon as it comes into 
the office and then give the typist a list of 
the page and item numbers of extracts for 
which he wishes to have sub-contractors’ 
estimates; no extra time, therefore, should 
be involved, whatever the type of bill. 

Mr. Willis raises a point on final accounts 
as to whether variations should be measured 
in elements. I consider each variation should 


be measured as a separate item and billed 
under a heading. If a cost analysis on the 
final account be reauired, then the variations 
can be abstracted to the appropriate ele- 
ments. The intention of elemental bills of 
quantities, Mr. Willis believes, is to provide 
cost information in a form that will assist 
the quantity surveyor in future approximate 
estimates. This is true in part; however, it 
is even more important that this information 
shall be presented in a form that can be used 
by the quantity surveyor to assist the archi- 
tect, in the early days of the sketch plan, to 
arrive at cost targets. 

Mr. Willis’s contention that the buildings 
must be comparable for the elemental cost 
data to be useful is wrong. The whole pur- 
pose of considering the cost of the functional 
parts of a building (elements) is to allow the 
comparison of these functional parts in all 
buildings, the basis of comparison being the 
cost of the elements to the area of the 
accommodation provided. The element cost 
is a direct function of quantity and quality, 
and, where due allowance is made for 
changes in these factors within each element, 
buildings of differing types may be com- 
pared. me 

In quantity surveying matters Mr. Willis’s 
influence is such that it seems unfortunate 
that he has criticised elemental bills at this 
early stage of their development and at a 
time when he and others are just embarking 
on their first elemental bill. I shall be in- 
terested to hear Mr. Willis’s further obser- 
vations on the use made of the bill, par- 
ticularly during the contract period. as my 
own experience is that those responsible for 
contract planning and site management have 
welcomed elemental bills.

aas Cees Deere eee _ belief that covered car parks could be 
made to pay, coupled with a fine appre- 

ciation of the necessity for this method to 
offer some relief to the congested roads in 
London and other cities in this country, have 
led Lex Garages, Ltd., in collaboration with 
Griggs and Son, Ltd., to develop and promote 
this form of car park. Details of the finishes 
and final appearance have yet to be decided, 
but with a simple frame construction the cost 
has been estimated at £500 a car. The 
economic height is said to be ten storeys, at 
32 cars each. The minimum size of the site 
is about 100 ft. square and, including some 
provision for a certain amount of cloakroom 
accommodation, petrol pumps and so on, the 
total cost should be in the region of £200,000. 
<CJom:icw man EL A measure of success is already theirs; 
planning approval has been obtained from the 

City of London for a site in Queen Street- 
sl ' place, Southwark Bridge; a second is 

being considered on Barbican site. 

The ‘Rotapark’ is a mechanical, fully 
automatic, push - button - operated parking 
machine. The recommended unit for busi- 
ness districts is 100 ft. square of land, 10- 
storeys and ground floor, height 90 ft.; four 
lifts, each serving a 90 deg. quadrant under 
normal operating conditions. 

By the introduction of electronic devices 
the ‘Rotapark’ can be made completely 
automatic, all lifts and rotors and dollies 
being operated from one point manned by 
one operator. In this system, without leaving 
the car, the driver is given a perforated disc 
by the central control office and proceeds 
to the lift indicated and leaves the car, locked 
and with brakes off, on the turntable in front 
of the lift. By inserting the disc in a machine 
at the lift entrance the parking operation 
is set in motion. To recover the car the 
driver returns his disc to the central control 
office with payment due. There the disc is 
inserted in the control machine and the 
driver picks up the car on the same turntable 
where it was left originally.

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HE Aldenham works occupy a rectangular site 

of about 54 acres, on the north side of the Wat- 

ford By-Pass, at the junction with Elstree Hill, in 

London’s Green Belt. Special parliamentary sanc- 

tion had to be obtained to erect the factory in that 

belt, and a condition was imposed that a tree screen 
should be grown round the boundaries of the site. 

The main factory consists of a large block, approxi- 
mately rectangular, about 1,500 ft. long in the east 
to west direction and 500 ft. wide, with some 17 acres 
under cover. Around this there are other small 
buildings for subsidiary purposes, offices and the like. 
On the north side of the main block there is room for 
extension, if necessary. The main factory building is 
of steel frame construction with cladding of alumin- 
ium patent glazing and an insulating ‘sandwich’ of 
bitumen-bonded glass fibre between asbestos cement 
sheets. The lower portion of the external walls is of brick. 
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Throughout the greater part of the main factory 
the building provides a clear working height of 20 ft., 
which is sufficient for dealing with the ordinary 
activities associated with road vehicles having an 
overall height of 15 ft. Towards the north-east 
corner, however, there is a ‘high bay’ of 50 ft. high. 
Its purpose is to enable a motorbus to be lifted by 
an overhead travelling crane and carried over a row of 
other buses undergoing re- 
pair. 

At the east end of the site, 
by the main gate, there is a 
playing field of some 5 acres. 
Between that and the main 
factory are two vehicle parks, 
and a building for canteen 
and welfare purposes. A 
service road is _ provided 
round the four sides of the 
main building with special 
provision on the south side 
for giving buses a road test.

The main administrative offices are provided in a 
T-shaped block on an upper floor at the eastern end 
of the main building, the leg of the ‘T’ extending as a 
bridge over the main front service road to connect 
with an entrance and reception building flanking the 
canteen. The bridge provides a covered way between the 
factory and the canteen. The main steelwork contrac- 
tors were the South Durham Iron and Steel Co., Ltd.

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The AA Presidential Address 


MR. GOULDEN ON THE NEED TO TRAIN FOR LEADERSHIP 


MRE. GONTRAN GOULDEN, TD, 

ARIBA, took as his theme the need 
for training architects in leadership to fit 
them for their position as head of the 
building team when he delivered his 
presidential address to a crowded meet- 
ing of the Architectural Association, held 
at 34-36, Bedford-square, WCl1, on 
October 31. Following are extracts from 
Mr. Goulden’s remarks: 

The AA, in spite of misinformed com- 
ment to the contrary, is a dynamic, 
evolving and changing body which not 
infrequently leaves sparks and a whiff of 
sulphur in its wake, as it rushes across 
the heavens bound nobody quite knows 
whither. It seems to me that the only 
part of our association able, or willing, 
to speak with one voice is the president. 
He should, in fact, impart a measure of 
leadership. I have, therefore, chosen 
leadership as my theme. 

In civilian life leadership is seldom 
discussed either because it is never con- 
sidered or because each one of us takes 
it for granted that he is the leader in his 
own tiny centre of civilisation. Natural 
diffidence prevents many people well 
qualified to become leaders from finding 
their way to the front. Their places are 
taken by the opportunist and the pusher 
who make up for their lack of qualifica- 
tion by the use of their wits and their 
thick skins. 

Architecture and the world of design 
need leadership of the right kind. 
Determination, drive, initiative are 
needed just as much in the pursuit of 
good design as they are in the pursuit of 
the enemy. A good leader must possess 
all these qualities. In addition he must 
see the thing through. 

The profession of architect is not very 
highly esteemed by the general public, 
still less by the world of industry and 
commerce. For this architects themselves 
are very largely to blame. In dress, 
language, friends, habits and even in 
handwriting they are marked as beings 
apart, making few concessions to the 
usually stuffy conventions of other pro- 
fessional or business people. Bowler hats 
are not common in the cloakrooms of the 
AA. 


Lack of Esteem 


This lack of esteem is of graver 
importance than is usually supposed; it is 
becoming more so every day. If archi- 
tects do not quickly learn to talk to the 
rest of mankind in a language that can 
be understood they are doomed, and I 
will tell you why. 

It is often, but inaccurately, stated that 
the profession is made up of two types: 
good architects and successful architects. 
Luckily this is becoming less true every 
day but it is still sufficiently true to point 
a moral. The good designer glued to his 
drawing board, sharpening his pencil 
rather than his wits, lives too often in a 
world of unreality; he fears and shuns 
the outer world. The successful archi- 
tect meets the world on its own ground. 
His manner is acceptable and com- 


prehensible to big business, he inspires 
confidence, he is in no way odd. And so 
the City of London is rebuilt. 

It has for some time been fashionable 
to talk of the building team. This mani- 
festation of progress in the industry has 
taken the limelight from pre-planning 
although it in turn is being ousted by the 
consideration of elemental bills of quan- 
tities. It has been very loudly claimed that 
the architect should be the leader of the 
building team. In principle this is no 
doubt right because by his training, his 
education and his background he should 
be the person most suitable to lead. But 
whatever his artistic qualifications, what- 
ever his technical ability, he cannot lead 
the team unless he is a trained leader. 
Architects can have no right to lead the 
building team, they must be trained to 
do so, but I doubt whether the word 
leadership has ever been heard in the 
procrustean deliberations of the Board of 
Architectural Education. 

Unless some form of training in 
leadership is given to young architects 
the battle for good architecture will never 
be won; instead, it may very soon be lost. 
Make no mistake, only architects think 
that the architect should head the build- 
ing team; engineers, quantity surveyors 
and builders have their own views. 
Architecture used to be a gentlemanly 
art, now it is hard business. 

It has often seemed to me that we in 
civil life make far too little use of the 
experience of the armed services. Those 
services, derided so often by those who 
have had little to do with them, have 
built up, through the years, machinery 
designed to operate smoothly in the 
allegedly piping days of peace and in the 
stress of war. I can only speak of the 
Army from first-hand experience; its 
methods of dealing with the planning of 
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operations and with routine matters 
might be studied with advantage by any. 
one concerned with planning and org »n- 
isation in the building industry. 

In the long run architectural educat‘on 
may be expected to cope with leaders hip 
training. It will necessarily be in the Ing 
run. However, something at least co-ild 
be done at once. Aptitude for leaders \ip 
could and should be taken into conside -a- 
tion when applicants for places in scho ls 
are interviewed. Educational and arti: ic 
qualifications are not enough. 

What can be done for the qualif ed 
architect interested in leadership and in 
learning the ways and language of ¢ 
wicked world of commerce? I sugges a 
staff college where courses not only in 
leadership but in_ business _ subje ts 
would be taught. Such a staff colle ze 
should include all branches of the bui d- 
ing industry and should be an indepx 1- 
dent organisation financed from the pi >- 
fession and the industry but with tie 
blessing—more or less munificent—of t ie 
Ministry of Education. 

I do not suggest that the school of 
building management which has been ;o 
long discussed should be a part of tie 
staff college. I am convinced that the 
place for the leading school of this kind 
is here and I am extremely sorry that so 
far no suitable formula has been dis- 
covered for its foundation. 

As I see it if the good architect—and 
I mean the top designer—does not auto- 
matically become the leader of the team 
the fight for good design will be lost. The 
choice before us is clear-cut. We can 
either aim to become leaders or bumble 
on as we are. If we choose the latter 
course we Shall never change the face 
of London or any other town. 


The PRA Criticised 


Continuing, Mr. Goulden said: The 
President of the Royal Academy can 
fairly be described as an official body. 
He is, in his own specialised field, a most 
distinguished architect. It is, therefore, 
in my Opinion, a very great pity indeed 
that during his two years in office he has 
continuously and _ violently attacked 
modern architecture and by implication 
modern architects regardless of their 
actual merit and merely for being 
modern. This has done good architecture 
great harm. Surely he should have hidden 
his personal prejudices and taken the part 
of good architects and architecture. His 
chosen course has been nothing but de- 
structive. 

The Architectural Association is one 
of the most powerful forces on the side 
of good architecture. For many years the 
leader in architectural education, it is 
constantly considering new ideas and 
exerting pressure on those who would 
resist them. The vitality and bounce of 
the AA have made it the ‘ enfant terrible’ 
of the Board of Architectural Education. 

The Royal Fine Art Commission seems 
to me a purely negative leader. It is so 
balanced in its membership that anything 
like a well-defined decision is a practic: 
impossibility. Its terms of reference and 
its solely advisory capacity make it a 
toothless organisation unable to exercise 
initiative. There is a growing and 
dangerous tendency for it to become a1 
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issuing office for certificates of respect- 
ability for second-rate building projects. 

1 would like to see the commission 
reconstructed with a bias towards good 
modern architecture and with some pro- 
vision for positive leadership. 

The Council of Industrial Design is, to 
mv mind, an admirable body, its one 
weakness being that it is officially spon- 
sored. It would be morally more powerful 
r:'eased from government leading strings. 

Of the many other organisations inter- 

ed in or concerned with the broader 

ects of design I have not time to speak 
re, but I sometimes wonder whether 

» overall impact of these small societies 
> uld not be greatly increased if they 

re combined into one organisation.

Remember the odious tavern cars, 
si ‘| in service despite many statements 
that they would be withdrawn, the double 
juoe-jube sign, the starving lion stretched 
ver the wheel—the latest heraldic 
orror. In marked contrast to this tale of 
ye the architecture of British railways 

for the most part extremely good. 

But all is not lost. Last week a ray 
of hope pierced the sooty gloom. The 
British Transport Commission is to have 
a design committee. It has a distinguished 
membership [the names of the committee 
are given on page 804]. This committee 
will deal with all matters of design ex- 
cepting architecture and for this reason 
there is no architect member. This, to my 
mind, is a monstrous omission, for a 
design policy must include architecture 
as an integral part. I hope the chairman 
will put the matter right and include the 
commission’s admirable chief architect, 
Dr. Curtis, on the committee. 

Private patrons of the arts, like many 
of the results of their patronage, are now 
museum pieces. Their place has been 
taken by industrial or commercial com- 
panies which extend their patronage 
through a board of directors. Boards do 
not burst out spontaneously as art lovers 
or peop'e who care about architecture 
or design. In a great many instances one 
man is responsible. When you think of 
the aesthetic receptiveness of the aver- 
age company director you will, I am sure, 
agree that to make him and his colleagues 
believe that good design is good business 
's an undertaking of some magnitude. It 
1as, however, been done in the past, is 
being done now, and is increasing, but 
very slowly. 

I am going to pick out two well-known 
‘xamples of this modern form of patron- 
ge. The Orient Steamship Company has, 
ince the completion of the Orion in 
935, specialised in ships whose interiors 
‘re among.the finest examples of modern 
lesign in the world. This blow for 
nodern design was struck by one man, 
sir Colin Anderson. 


If you are like me you only go into a 
bank when you must. For all their fresh 
paint and solid mahogany I find most 
banks about as depressing as the informa- 
tion which they usually give me. It has 
been left to a bank outside the big five 
to break with tradition and to give us the 
first series of modern branches designed 
by some of our best architects. We should 
very probably never have had this revolu- 
tion if it had not been for the courage, 
enthusiasm and persuasive power of the 
bank’s London district general manager, 
Mr. Edward Norman Butler. 

Both Sir Colin Anderson and Mr. 
Norman Butler are, by their patronage of 
architecture and design, also leaders. 
There are, of course, other patrons 
known and unknown and we must be 
grateful to them, while mourning some 
of the might-have-beens. Had Lord 
Nuffield been as great a patron of the 
arts as he has been of medical science the 
problem of Oxford could never have 
arisen. 


I find to-day’s architecture disappoint- 
ing, but not because I disapprove of its 
trends or the motives of its designers. 
The tendency for all buildings to look 
alike no matter what their function makes 
for dullness. I do not believe that archi- 
tects are to blame for this. A civilisation 
is reflected in its architecture. 


I believe that all good architecture is a 
direct development of what has gone 
before. It is always the experience of the 
past brought up to date and never the 
result of wordy intellectual theories. 
Rusty nails and candle-grease are not in 
the true line of succession any more than 
are the stolid, squalid and squat efforts 
of the speculative builder. 


I believe it is true that all great archi- 
tecture of the past has been monumental. 
I only know of two monumental build- 
ings at present under construction; one 
to the glory of God and the other to 
the glory of the Trades Union Congress. 


Almost all the building that is required 
to-day is wanted for shelter for, let’s face 
it, pretty dull activities. 


Conclusion 


The aim of all of us is, or should be, 
to promote better architecture and better 
design in everything. I have suggested 
various ways in which I think that this 
could be brought about. They are not a 
series of alternatives but must all be 
followed simultaneously if any appreci- 
able impression is to be made. To sum 
them up: 


(1) In selecting our students more 
weight should be given to their suitability 
as future leaders. 


(2) We must raise our standard of pro- 
fessional training. 

(3) We need a system for keeping 
architects up to date throughout their 
professional careers. 

(4) Large organisations whether public 
or industrial must have a design policy. 

(5) I believe that the architect has more 
to give the world than architecture. His 
training and experience, if supported by 
the qualities of a leader, should make him 
a most valuable citizen if only he would 
go out into the world. 
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News of the Week 


Sheffield Cathedral 


SHEFFIELD Cathedral council 

approved new modified plans for the 
fourth stage of their enlargement plan 
for the Cathedral on November 1. The 
enlargement scheme began 17 years ago 
and this is the final and largest stage. It 
is hoped to start building next year and 
finish within five years. 


This stage is for a new nave running 
to Church-street. It follows the original 
ground plan but modifies the former 
scheme of the late Sir Charles Nicholson 
in having the same roof level as the 
existing structure and doing away with 
the need for a second tower in addition 
to the present one. 

Previous stages of the extension to the 
Cathedral have been (1) the vestries, 
Chapter House and St. George’s Chapel; 
(2) All Saints’ Chapel; (3) Chapel of the 
Holy Spirit. 


Emmanuel College, Cambridge 


Prans for extensions to Emmanuel 
College, Cambridge, are being prepared 
by Mr. Robert Hurd, MA, FRIAS, of 41, 
Charlotte-square, Edinburgh, 2. A block 
at the corner of St. Andrew’s-street and 
Emmanuel-street is expected to com- 
mence building in the near future; it will 
contain new kitchens and a secondary 
dining hall. Later it is hoped to build 
a new Master’s lodge and a block of 
about 40 sets for undergraduates. The 
new buildings form part of a develop- 
ment plan for the College, the report on 
which was accepted earlier in the year by 
the governing body. 


LMBA Training Offices 


Mr. F. H. TowLe, MA, until recently 
headmaster of the Royal Wolverhampton 
School, has been appointed Education 
and Training Officer to the LMBA. He 
will act as clerk to the Board administer- 
ing the Association’s Pupilship and 
Studentship Schemes. The appointment 
was announced on Wednesday, by the 
President LMBA at the conference on 
‘Craft Training.’ 

Building Units Criticised 

Mr. H. WHITEHOUSE, the president of 
the Stourbridge and District Association 
of Building Trades Employers, speaking 
at the Association’s annual dinner said 
that while structure and fabric of build- 
ings now being erected were quite as good 
and sometimes even better than those that 
were being taken down and replaced, 
builders must keep a close watch on the 
manufacturer of building units. The trend 
towards using manufactured units might 
prove something of a mixed blessing. Mere 
and more builders were coming under 
the control of the manufactured unit, for 
they had no alternative. Unfortunately, 
some of these units were unworthy of 
the buildings in which they were incor- 
porated. Builders should have high 
standards and insist on high standards for 
the components they used.

Errors in Tendering 

Wuitsy (Yorks) Rural Council is con- 
cerned at the number of cases where con- 
tractors submitting tenders for various 
jobs make errors in their tenders which 
they subsequently ask to correct. The 
council has decided that when tenders 
are invited in future, a clause should be 
inserted that bills of quantities be for- 
warded, suitably endorsed in a separate 
envelope from: the tenderer, and no 
allowance will be made for errors dis- 
covered in tender figures. At a meeting 
of the council, it was stated that it was 
irritating to office staffs to find discrep- 
ancies between accepted tender figures 
and the checked amount.

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Education of Overseas Architects 
PROBLEMS EXPERIENCED IN NIGERIA 


The following letter on Mr. Anthony Chitty’s article on ‘Education of 
Overseas Architects’ (‘The Builder’ of October 12), in which some of the 

roblems which face the students studying architecture in the Schools 
of Architecture established in less-developed Commonwealth countries 
were outlined, has been received from Mr. D. L. Ward, ARIBA, of the 
Department of Architecture, the Nigerian College of Technology,

REFER to ‘The Education of 

Overseas Architects’ (The Builder, 
October 12) by Mr. A. M. Chitty. 
Being in charge of the Department of 
Architecture, Nigerian College of Tech- 
nology, which is one of the Overseas 
Schools mentioned by Mr. Chitty. I 
welcome his timely article. 

Mr. Chitty mentions. the need for 
modifying the curriculum for the 
RIBA Intermediate Examination, since 
it is unsuitable in its present form for 
students in tropical schools. The need 
for such modification 
apparent to members of the _profes- 
sion in Britain, and I should like, 
therefore to elaborate on this one 
point, and to outline briefly the kind of 
curriculum which we consider here to 
be more appropriate. 

The basic teaching policy of the 
Department of Architecture is to train 
students for work in Nigeria; the 
standards to be reached to be equivalent 
to those required for the RIBA 
Examinations. The students undertake 
a three-year Certificate course in archi- 
tecture which is similar to the Inter- 
mediate course in schools in Britain, 
but is concerned with tropical problems 
only. The course is not recognised in 
any way by the RIBA. 

The most important variations on the 

individual subjects are as follows: 
1. Design: Any system of architectural 
training in Nigeria must be related to 
the fact that in general the Nigerian 
is initially at a serious disadvantage 
compared with the English student. 
Although the standard of entry to the 
Nigerian College is identical with that 
required by the RIBA, nevertheless the 
Nigerian student lacks a wide general 
background. For instance, he comes 
from a country where there is no tradi- 
tion of fine building; it is unlikely that 
he has ever seen a large building; he 
has probably travelled little; he usually 
lacks those practical skills which the 
normal English student develops as a 
schoolboy through hobbies. In general, 
then, the new student has no standards 
by which to judge what is good or bad. 
To develop self-criticism in the student is 
one of the hardest tasks in the teaching 
of architectural design. 


Differences Affecting Design 


Differences in cultural, social and 
geographical conditions affect the teach- 
ing of Design particularly. Such RIBA 
questions as “A Lakeside Café in a 
Park’ or ‘A Waterbus Station on the 
Thames’ have no meaning for the 
Nigerian student. Even subjects common

Im it will be found strong support for Mr. Chitty’s 


to both countries have their difficulties. 
‘A village Shop and Post Office’ is a 
very different design problem from its 
Nigerian counterpart. 


Training must also take into account 
the relationship between architects and 
the building industry in Nigeria. In 
Great Britain the architect in practice 
can rely on a long-established and 
efficient building industry. He knows 
that he can expect at least a certain 
minimum standard of skill and know- 
ledge from contractors, foremen and 
craftsmen. What is meant by good 
practice in joinery, for instance, is under- 
stood by all. Furthermore, the architect 
in Britain can readily obtain the services 
of specialists in structures, heating, 
ventilating, electricity, drainage and so 
on. In Nigeria the architect must be 
more self-reliant and of a very practical 
turn of mind, since in general there is a 
lack of skilled craftsmen and super- 
vision, which must be compensated for 
by greater practical knowledge on the 
part of the architect. 

The Certificate course has, therefore, 
a considerable bias towards the practical, 
and usually design projects, even in the 
early years, are accompanied by detailed 
working drawings and _ specification. 
Design projects in general tend to be 
fewer in number but studied in greater 
detail than is usual in British schools. 
Design projects are selected from special 
types of tropical buildings, such as 
housing, village lay-outs, markets, hos- 
pitals, schools, post offices, police posts, 
administrative buildings, magistrates’ 
courts, etc. 


Emphasis on Concrete 


2. Building Construction: The same 
elements of buildings—walls, floors, 
roofs, etc.—are studied, but where 


methods of construction are unsuitable 
or rarely used in Nigeria they are either 
left out of the syllabus or only studied in 
principle. There would be little point, 
for instance, in a detailed study of ashlar 
masonry in a country where neither 
suitable stone nor stonemasons exist. A 
similar policy is followed in regard to 
clay bricks and tiles, timber staircases, 
suspended timber ground floors, and so 
on. Much greater study than is usual 
in the UK, however, is made of concrete 
block work and facing slabs, pierced 
screens, sheet roofing, reinforced concrete 
Staircases, etc. 

3. Building Materials: Only materials 
available or likely to be suitable for 
Nigeria are studied, e.g. earth construc- 
tion, stabilisation, local materials and 
methods, concrete and concrete finishes, 
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fibre boards, West African hardwood 
(the fact that all constructional timber 
available is hardwood with a maximum 
length of 12 ft. has a noticeable effect on 
construction details). 

4. Drainage and Sanitation: The main 
subjects covered are disease prevention, 
malaria control, water-borne diseases, 
parasites, drainage, sewage disposal and 
water supply. (It is of interest to note 
that the use of an eaves gutter is 
specifically prohibited by the Lagos 
building regulations, and yet the detailing 
of a tiled roof with parapet gutters is a 
favourite RIBA question.) 


Theory of Structures 


5. Theory of Structures: In Nigeria 
reinforced concrete is a most widely used 
structural material and, therefore, in the 
Certificate course reinforced concrete is 
studied in considerable detail (to a higher 
standard than that required for the 
Final of the RIBA). Structural steel 
work, however, is only studied in prin- 
ciple, since it is rarely used in Nigeria. 
6. History of Architecture: The RIBA 
requires a study of the history of 
architecture particularly in relation to 
Great Britain. History is approached 
more broadly but in less detail in the 
Certificate course. No special emphasis 
is placed on European or Mediterranean 
styles, and examples are taken not only 
from Greece and Rome but also from 
Mexico, India, Burma and China. A 
study is first made of structural 
principles, since this is an aspect which 
the new student finds relatively easy to 
understand. This leads to a study of the 
materials involved, and how the form 
which is dictated by a structural principle 
can be modified by the nature of the 
material. The student learns how similar 
structures and similar materials have 
been given a different form and character 
in different ages. This leads to the study 
of ornament and decoration. Emphasis 
always is on the building itself and 
matters of pure chronological history are 
considered relatively unimportant. All 
studies are accompanied by _ scale 
drawings. 

Each student in the third year prepares 

an original study of the history of his 
own tribe, their social organisation and 
the kinds of buildings they use. 
7. Special Tropical Studies: Were are 
grouped those studies which are peculiar 
to the Tropics and include: Physical 
characteristics in Nigeria; variation in 
types of climate in Nigeria; effect of 
climate on design in warm/humid and 
hot/dry regions; natural lighting and 
glare; prevention of heat gains, reflec- 
tion; and _ ventilation, condensation, 
cooling, air conditioning. 

These examples will show. I hove, why 
we in our School are so anxious to see a 
modification of the RIBA examinations. 
Architectural education in Nigeria will 
only develop properly with the active 
support of a powerful institute like the 
RIBA. The RIBA at the moment enjoys 
a tremendous prestige among Nigerians, 
and rightly so. Nigerians are anxious 
to establish their own institutions of 
higher learning, particularly as the day 
of self-government approaches, and to 
send students to study in Britain can only 
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be a temporary and costly expedient. 

Not only the overseas schools but also 
the RIBA would benefit from a closer 
association. If the RIBA recognises that 
tropical architecture is a special subject 
worthy of special study, then, under its 
guidance and encouragement, schools like 
ours can develop rapidly. Research in 
tropical architecture is badly needed and 
can readily be undertaken overseas. The 
result of such research is, of course, of 
benefit to the whole profession. 

Nigerian students are not asking for 
preferential treatment. There is no need 
to fear that standards will be lower, nor 
to fear that Britain will be flooded by 
West African architects. Apart from any 
legal safeguards, there will be little 
incentive to the Nigerian to emigrate, 
since for many years there will be a 
great demand for his services in his own 
country. 


PREVENTING BURST 
PIPES 


Minister’s Call for Anti-frost 
Measures 


R. DUNCAN SANDYS, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, has 
asked that a number of steps shall be taken 
to avoid repetition of last winter’s extensive 
frost damage to houses. The main sugges- 
tions, set out in a circular (57/56) to water 
suppliers and housing authorities, are: 

(1) All water suppliers should adopt the 
Ministry’s model by-law requiring that, 
whenever possible, fittings should be placed 
in positions where they are unlikely to 
freeze, or, if this is not feasible, that they 
should be protected. Compliance with the 
Code of Practice on frost precautions, re- 
cently issued by the British Standards Insti- 
tution, will meet the requirements of the 
model. 

(2) In order to help the public to take 
suitable frost precautions, water suppliers 
should make more general use of their 
powers to supply, install, replace or alter 
fittings. 

(3) Wider use could be made of polythene 
pipes for cold water services in new houses, 
particularly for outside w.c.s, wash houses 
and similar buildings. 

(4) Closer liaison should be arranged 
between water suppliers and building bye- 
law authorities in order: to tighten up the 
administration of water byelaws. 

(5) Housing authorities should consider 
issuing to tenants a printed card explaining 
where the stop valve is to be found, how the 
water system can be drained, and what pre- 
cautions should be taken with the boiler. 

The circular draws attention to the tech- 
nical advice which is already available on 
frost precautions for new houses, and says 
that if official: recommendations on thermal 
insulation are properly applied they are 
adequate to meet conditions normally to be 
expected in this country. Although there 
is a limit to what can be reasonably done to 
alter the plumbing of existing houses, there 
may, says the circular, be opportunities for 
making improvements, particularly when 
repairs are being done. 

It is pointed out that damage is bound to 
occur if householders do not keep their 
homes reasonably warm, and advice is given 
on simple protective measures. 
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Architecture in the Far East 


PROFESSOR GORDON BROWN’S ADDRESS TO 
HONG KONG STUDENTS 


N Introductory Talk to students of the 

Faculty of Architecture, the Univer- 

sity of Hong Kong, was given in October 

by the Professor of Architecture, Mr. 

R. GORDON BRowN, MA, FRIBA. Pro- 
fessor Brown said: 


We are here in Asia in a city which 
lies on the shores of the China Sea. It is 
from the countries which are found along 
its coastline that we draw our students 
and from which we get a large number of 
the materials with which we _ build. 
Historically and culturally the area is 
rich and the political and social changes 
of the last decade make it immensely 
significant. As it moves into a new era 
of development it offers the greatest 
opportunities and responsibilities to the 
young architects who are to work here. 


Shortage of Architects 


The extent of the opportunities are 
not difficult to estimate. Presumably 
China will require all the architects that 
it can obtain for many years to come. 
Malaya, Borneo and Hong Kong have 
only one architectural school between 
them, and the shortage of architects in 
these areas can be judged by the fact that 
the Government of British North Borneo, 
with an extensive development pro- 
gramme in progress or nearing com- 
pletion, has not one qualified architect 
on the Government staff. India is unable 
to meet the need as it has only about 
seven hundred architects to serve approxi- 
mately one seventh of the population of 
the world. It must not be thought that 
these shortages are due to a lack of 
ability or interest in the architectural field 
in Asia, for Japan has over fifty-one 
thousand architects, and as a group, they 
enjoy a deservedly high reputation. 

The reason that you. face such a 
difficult and responsible task is that the 
conditions and circumstances in this part 
of the world are not comparable to 
those in countries in which something 
approaching a satisfactory architectural 
solution to the social problems has 
already been found. To understand the 
problem in principle one is well situated 
in Hong Kong, which presents a micro- 
cosm of the area. Here we have a city 
of 24 million people, increasing by births 
over deaths at a rate of nearly 80,000 a 
year and by refugees at a rate of 10,000 
a month when the border is opened for 
unrestricted entry. Of the population, 
84 per cent. earn less than HK$200 a 
month, which is equal to £12 or US$33. 
Existing densities are as high as 2,000 to 
the acre in the older parts of the city and 
are 2,500 and 3,000 in the new resettle- 
ment areas. 

To take one detailed example of the 
social problem, we have the boat people 
who live and work, men, women and 
children, on junks and sampans. They 
number over 200,000 and their schools, 
clinics et cetera must still be provided 
and related to their way of life. In the 
surrounding countryside we have the 
typical pattern of relatively primitive 


conditions, such as are found in the 
walled villages. When you have been 
driving through the countryside for some 
time and are returning to Hong Kong, 
the country is quite wild and deserted 
when, at a turn in the road, the whole 
city swings suddenly into view. There 
lie 15-storey office blocks, 10-storey 
apartment buildings, factories and docks, 
merchant ships and warships. The 
country and the city patterns and con- 
trasts are typical of East Asia today. 


Your work will be carried out here and 
you will be consciously and unconsciously 
influenced by the cultural background. 
The adaptation of historical motives and 
styles has been tried and abandoned by 
the present Government in China and 
you, as a group, have never shown any 
tendency to attempt to copy traditional 
forms. We are all aware that the influen- 
ces which will be brought to bear are 
more subtle and more creative. Of course 
urban building techniques follow an 
international pattern in regard to basic 
structural solutions. However, the effects 
of climate, landscape, materials, economic 
and social conditions and cultural back- 
ground are such that a distinctive archi- 
tectural approach will inevitably appear 
in different parts of the area, as they have 
already done in contemporary work in 
Japan. The change will not be sudden 
and a period of evolution and hesitancy 
must be expected. In this respect it is 
interesting to see how the traditional form 
and finishes of the small Japanese house 
have been incorporated, unchanged, in 
Japan, into multi-storey, reinforced con- 
crete blocks of flats which have very 
ordinary, international-type exteriors. 


Architecture and Materials 


The technical efficiency of the building 
industry is very much higher in some 
parts of Asia than in others, and the 
satisfaction which is achieved from 
exciting structure is something which 
must be regarded with the greatest 
caution where the structure does not 
involve the use of known and locally- 
proved methods and materials. Such con- 
siderations are significant in Hong Kong 
but they are fundamental in less-developed 
areas. You will have a great deal of 
building to do and your task is primarily 
that of meeting the architectural need 
with imagination and sensitivity, with 
technical efficiency and economy. Your 
education here is designed to this 
end and aims at a balanced develop- 
ment of inherent mental qualities 
and technical knowledge. Good three- 
dimensional design is always spoilt by the 
rapid deterioration that arises from poor 
structure and finish. Sound structure and 
finish, devoid of refinement and charac- 
ter, is equally bad and is a shame to 
architect and craftsman alike. It is by 
the integration of all the courses that are 
offered here that you will arrive at a 
balanced development which reflects, and 
is attuned to, the realities of your profes- 
sion and the production of fine buildings.

IAAS 


London and Home Counties Annual 
Luncheon 


'YYHE annual ‘October’ luncheon of the 
~~ London and Home Counties Branch of 
the Incorporated Association of Architects 
and Surveyors was held at Grosvenor House, 
WI, on October 31, under the chairmanship 
of Mr. F. J. Meekins, V-PIAAS, the chair- 
man of the branch. 

The Association’s president, Lt. - Cot. 
A. E. HeENson, TD, FRIBA, who replied to 
the toast of the London and Home Counties 
Branch (proposed by Mrs. Norman Bent- 
wich, chairman of the LCC) said that the 
[AAS had a great part to play in the 
advancement of the professions of architec- 
ture and surveying, for even today they 
lacked that measure of public acceptance 
and recognition that was accorded to many 
other professions. They still needed the 
compliment of being accepted as authorities 
in their own field. 

‘The incidence of war and the aftermath 
of wars are no doubt in part accountable for 
this. But not wholly,’ said Colonel Henson. 
‘The responsibility in some degree is our 
own. We have not succeeded in impressing 
upon the public imagination the importance 
of our work, its value to the community, 
and its contribution to our national prestige 


and greatness. We have not been strong 
enough or united enough to resist encroach- 
ments upon our independence, either as 
private practitioners or as salaried officials. 

‘We have not made our voice heard in 
the council chambers, in Parliament or in 
the Press, when building matters were at 
issue.” 

One of the main functions of the IAAS 
was to develop and fo extend the protective 
side of its activities as a complement to the 
more academic pre-occupations of the older 
bodies. The fact that they had their own 
Association was no criticism of the older 
bodies. 

‘We seek to collaborate with all 
accredited bodies in establishing conditions 
in which contemporary architecture may 
flourish,’ the speaker continued. 

‘I regret that the older Institutes, both 
Architectural and Surveying, still elect to 
stand alone and rigidly pursue a closed shop 
policy. We on our side expect, and have a 
right to expect, the recognition that is due 
to a professional body of thirty years’ 
standing which has included in its member- 
ship many eminent architects and dis- 
tinguished surveyors whose work speaks for 
itself. This also applies to Government 
Departments, many of which on the one 
hand, both in peace and in war, employ our 
members individually yet refuse full recogni- 
tion of our Association. 

‘In the past two years the Association has 
made great strides in obtaining recognition 
of its surveying examinations and my 
Council are determined to secure full 
recognition of our architectural examination.’

F. J. Meekins; Mr. Derek Walker Smith, 
QC, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade; and Sir Thomas Bennett, KBE, 
FRIBA.

INSTITUTION OF CIVIL

Presidential Address 


FEAR the engineering graduate of 
today is much too inclined to take as 
his first appointment that which carries the 
highest salary—more often than not offered 
by a nationalised industry or a similar under- 
taking—and such an approach to a profes- 
sional career is, I consider, one of the 
factors which accounts for the declining 
prestige of the civil engineer, said Mr. 
H. J. F. Gour ey on taking the chair for the 
first time as the new president of the Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineers on November 6. 

He criticised these large undertakings on 
the grounds that they employed young 
engineers on tasks below their technical 
capacity, that it was difficult for young 
engineers to achieve responsible positions in 
them, and that owing to the tendency to 
canalise duties the field covered was 
narrowed and not broadened. 

‘I feel that in those organisations there 
cannot be such opportunities for the exercise 
of initiative and independence as there are 
in other spheres,’ said Mr. Gourley. 

Despite these facts the greater proportion 
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of members of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, who numbered 22,000 against 
half that figure 20 years ago, were employed 
by the larger undertakings. 

He went on to speak of the many 
opportunities since 1945 for civil engineers 
in countries abroad, particularly the Middle 
East, and said that young men who gained 
experience abroad developed a sense of 
responsibility and initiative which were 
assets in their subsequent career. 

Recalling Lord Cromer’s remarks of 1908, 
in his book ‘ Modern Egypt,’ that the British 
Engineer had justified Western methods to 
Eastern minds, he added: ‘ Under-developed 
countries do not necessarily want our politi- 
cal way of life, but they do admire our tech- 
nical skill and our ability to get things done.’ 


‘BUILDING FOR WARMTW 
Thermal Insulation in Building 


THE DoMeEsTIC INSULATION COMMITTEE, 
which represents the solid fuel, gas and 
electricity industries, has published its 
second booklet on house insulation called 
Building for Warmth, 

In introducing the booklet at The Building 
Centre on October 30, Mr. Davip L. M. 
RENTON, TD, QC, MP, Parliamentary Secre- 
tory, Ministry of Fuel and Power, said that 
the book is ‘ let loose on an expectant build- 
ing industry.’ 

In two parts and of 16 pages the booklet 
aims at encouraging prospective house 
builders or buyers to insist on a high stand- 
ard of structural insulation in the interests of 
comfort and economy. The first part deals 
with thermal insulation in the structure, the 
second with heat conservation. The com- 
plete work gives the fullest necessary details 
of this most important subject, concluding 
that it is not a question of whether one can 
afford to insulate a house, but of being able 
to afford to heat it properly if it is not 
insulated. 

As insulating materials vary in their effec- 
tiveness, a basis for comparison has been 
established between different types of struc- 
ture and expressed by what is known as “U’ 
value, arrived at by means of a formula 
which compares the internal and external 
air temperatures and the rate of transmission, 
i.e., heat leakage. Mr. Renton pointed out 
that as the table is inversely proportionate, 
‘to be non-U is in this instance a good thing.”

HOUSING PROGRESS 
REPORTS 


Completions in September 


Tue Housing Progress Reports presented 
to Parliament as White Papers* by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
and the Secretary of State for Scotland show 
that the number of permanent houses com- 
pleted in Great Britain during September was 
25,567 compared with 27,978 in September, 
1955. 

In the first nine months of 1956, 218,479 
permanent houses were completed compared 
with 233,335 in the same period of 1955.

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The Town Planning Institute 
PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS BY MR. MAURICE J. HELLIER 


HE planning scene to-day was des- 

cribed by Mr. Maurice J. HELLIER, 
AMIMunf, in the course of his presi- 
dential address to the Town Planning 
Institute on November 1. Speaking on 
this subject Mr. Hellier said: 

From 1909 to 1954 successive govern- 
ments have accepted the necessity of 
planning as applied to land development 
and have: recognised the need to broaden 
the basis upon which it rests. As state- 
ments of objectives the planning Acts of 
1943 and 1947—the former by investing 
the central authority with wide and com- 
prehensive terms of reference and the 
latter by establishing a planning code— 
are intact, despite the subsequent modifi- 
cations of the financial provisions. Yet, 
I confess that the situation leaves me 
unsatisfied because I am quite sure that 
there is much to be done in the field of 
education and public relations. I have 
already uttered a warning as to the 
inherent unpopularity of important parts 
of our job. It will be no surprise, there- 
fore, that upon individual issues we 
should have to face criticism and—as 
perfection is not to be expected in this 
world—it is right that in cases in which 
planning operations appear to impose 
hardship or prevent reasonable private 
action we should be called to account. 
What is wrong is that these individual 
cases should be used as a springboard for 
adverse and indeed hostile criticism of 
planning control in quite general terms, 
as if the practice itself was akin to opera- 
tions on the black market or a shady 
manipulation on the Stock Exchange 
instead of the honest, even if occasionally 
imperfect, fulfilment of duties and obli- 
gations imposed by Parliament. 


Securing Press Co-operation 


I believe that a more positive effort 
should be made to secure the under- 
standing of the Press and through that 
medium and any others that are appro- 
priate to present to the public a better 
picture of the matter as a whole. It may 
then be nossible for individual cases to 
be more often reported in a better per- 
spective and less often under captions 
employing such ‘loaded words’ as 
‘bureaucratic’ and ‘planners’ veto’ 
when the positive exercise of control is 
the news item, or ‘hotch-potch’ and 
‘eyesore’ when alleging failure to apply 
adequate control. 

Personally I cannot pretend to be a 
satisfactory publicist—a background of 
long service with public authorities does 
not normally lead that way—but I should 
like nevertheless—during my year of 
office—to do something to Satisfy the 
ordinary public that we are here to act or 
to advise in respect of this power of 
controlling land use in the best general 
interest and that we have most of the 
tools to do this job properly if we are 
allowed to use them. We need also a 
rising generation from the schools and 
universities who will know more about 
this part of civic responsibility and will, 
year by year, as their numbers grow, be 


more effective as a sheet anchor when 
storms have to be faced. Moreover, a 
wider general knowledge of the subject 
will mean a reduced risk of unhappy 
misunderstandings resulting in individual 
hardship to those who simply did not 
know and do not take the proper advice. 


Re-examination of Act Needed 


I said that we had most of the proper 
tools and I used that phrase deliberately 
because there are still some we need and 
others which need some adjustment so 
that something nearer even-handed justice 
may be done and may be seen to be done 
when private interest conflicts with the 
general public interest. By that I do not 
mean that the possibility of private profit 
should always be made good if denied or 
limited, but rather that every means 
should be used to ensure that there shall 
not be private Joss in the public interest. 
For the first, the careful review by the 
Franks Committee of the procedures of 
tribunals and inquiries may result in the 
adoption of recommendations which will 
improve public understanding and so 
public relations in various fields of action 
by local and national government includ- 
ing town and country planning. For the 
second there is still the need to re- 
examine the financial and compensation 
provisions of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1954. I base this statement 
—that re-examination is needed—first 
upon the fact that I find that I share this 
lack of ability to absorb and fully under- 
stand the details of these provisions with 
so many of those who have to be directly 
or indirectly concerned with their opera- 
tion that it seems to me that their mere 
complication spells their doom and, 
second, that they do not, so far as I am 
able to judge, permit the sort of justice to 
be done which satisfies the man in the 
street, or indeed the man on the Com- 
mittee, who finds that circumstances arise 
in which he cannot support the public 
interest as he would wish unless he dam- 
ages private interests without adequate 
redress. 


Vote of Thanks 


A vote of thanks to Mr. Hellier was 
proposed by Mr. B. J. CoLLins (County 
Planning Officer, Middlesex). Mr. Collins 
said he was glad their new President sup- 
ported the decision to retain the Institute’s 
original title—the Town Planning Institute 
—because the term Town and Country 
Planning was a fearful mouthful. It was 
much better to use terms that were simple 
and direct and so describe themselves to 
a greater advantage. This simplicity and 
directness applied very much to the 
missionary work which town planners 
were called upon to do. In fact, the 
missionary aspect of town planning work 
was inescapable and highly important. 
They were moving towards a phase when 
they had to be careful to define the objec- 
tives they wished town planning to pursue, 
and there was a field here for missionary 
work. It was most essential that in all 
town planning matters all the forces of 
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government should act together and not 
indulge in mere interference with | 
development. : 

Mr. Collins declared that the whole ~™ 
central or crucial purpose of town plan- 
ning was to reconcile private initiative — 
with public guidance, and the pioneering” 
spirit and independence with the common ~ 
plan. He hoped the British distaste for 
compulsion would never die. Many a 
technician could build towns and develop 
countries if he used enough compulsion. 

The town planner’s job was to coax our 
towns and countryside to evolve into 
more ideal places, using the minimum of 
force. 

Mr. Collins thought that the President 
had dealt splendidly with the need for 
greater understanding of town planning 
by the Press and public. It did want, he 
felt, explaining and bringing home to the 
public that town planning was not all © 
bureaucratic at local planning authority 
level. 

The expression ‘planners,’ said Mr. 
Collins, was too often used as a term of 
opprobrium by the persons who wanted — 
to hamstring their neighbours or to pre- © 
vent the fulfilment of something they did 
not personally like. 


Green Belt Policy 


Commenting on the President’s refer- 
ence to the Green Belt policy, Mr. 
Collins hoped the accent was not unduly 
on saving the territory of the Green Belt. 
He wished to emphasise the importance 
of the viewpoint that the Green Belt was 
for the sake of the town more than it 
was for the country. They did not put up 
the wall of a house to save the garden. 
The Minister’s reasons for the Green Belt 
campaign were well worth remembering. 
They were: (1) to check further growth 
of a large built-up area; (2) to prevent 
neighbouring towns from merging into 
one another; (3) to preserve the special 
character of a town. The Green Belt, 
therefore, was envisaged essentially as a 
contribution to solving problems belong- 
ing to the town. This was worth stressing 
because it was so important. 

Coming to his final point, Mr. Collins 
said he agreed that those engaged in town 
planning should think of themselves as 
navigating officers, but it was important 
that the public should understand the 
plotted course and like it. Any public 
relations scheme the Institute might 
adopt must be simple and direct. 

Mr. U. A. Coates (County Planning 
Officer, Lancashire) seconded the vote of 
thanks. He confessed he did not know 
the answer to architectural control in 
planning. He was convenor of a com- 
mittee who were trying to find the answer, 
but he knew it was going to be difficult. 
He felt it was quite clear that the bulk 
of their operations must have the finest 
architectural skill made available if the 
work was to be done in the way it should.

New Town Proposal 


HE London County Council are seeking 
Government financial backing for a 
project to provide a New Town to relieve 
he housing situation in the county of 
ondon. 

To provide a town for 60,000 people might 
ost in the region of £50m., spread over 10 
years, Mr. I. J. HAYWARD, leader of the 
council, told a Press conference last week. 
he Government, he said, were apparently 
unwilling to be responsible for another New 
own. The LCC had powers to provide one 
hemselves, but they would need Government 
backing. 

They were in consultation with the Mini- 
ry of Housing and Local Government and 
f such financial backing were forthcoming 
hey had suitable sites in mind, but it would 
be premature to mame any one at the 
moment, 


Such a project would be in addition to 
he council’s present housing schemes. 


He was convinced that nothing short of 
hnother New ‘Town, planned with the 
express purpose of providing homes and 
employment for families from the county 
of London, could make a worthwhile im- 
pression on the vast need. 


Haverhill Expansion Scheme 


THE LONDON CouNTy CoUNCIL at their 

eeting on Tuesday, were recommended by 
the housing committee to enter into an 
agreement with the Haverhill Urban District 
Council, West Suffolk, for a scheme of 
development under the Town Development 
Act, 1952, for the reception of population 
and industry from London. The agreement 
is subject to the approval of the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government and to the 
outcome of a public inquiry into the Town 
Map for Haverhill which took place on 
October 16, 1956. Under the agreement the 
Council would act as agent for the Urban 
District Council. 


The scheme provides for the erection of 
about 1,500 dwellings, in addition to shops, 
schools and ancillary buildings, for the pro- 
vision of open spaces, and for the develop- 
ment of industrial sites. The Council would, 
as agent, undertake the housing and ancillary 
development and the development of roads 
and sewers on the industrial sites; the neces- 
sary expansions of water supply, sewerage 
and sewage disposal systems would be under- 
taken by the Haverhill Urban District 
Council, and other statutory services will be 
provided by the appropriate authorities. 


Oil-fired Heating 


THE LCC education committee has 
obtained the following alternative quotations 
for the installation of oil-fired rather than 
coke-fired boilers for heating and hot water 
supply at their proposed new county 
primary schools at King’s Avenue and

‘We are convinced,’ stated the committee, 
‘that the advantages of oil-fired over coke- 
fired boilers, deriving from their greater 
suitability for intermittent working, their ease 
of operation and their economical use of 
fuel and labour, justify the additional 
cost... . It is likely that the choice of oil- 
fired boilers for these two schools will cause 
the average cost a place for the group of 
four new schools to exceed by a small 
amount the limit of cost a place imposed by 
the Minister of Education for primary 
schools. Our decision is therefore subject 
to the approval of the Minister.’ 


Hot-water Supply 


THE COUNCIL on May 10, 1955, approved 
an estimate of liability on capital account of 
£102,000 for the installation of hot-water 
apparatus in about 3,000 of the Council’s 
houses and flats erected between 1919 and 
1939. The housing committee now propose 
to extend the programme to cover some 
5,000 installations. The total cost is esti- 
mated at £250,000. 


Preservation of Old Buildings 


BUILDING preservation orders made by the 
town planning committee for 20 premises of 
architectural and historical interest have 
been confirmed by the Minister of Hotsing 
and Local Government. The premises are: 

17,  Buckingham-street, Westminster —A 
terrace house of four storeys and basement; 
the main structure probably dates from 1675, 
but the front is typical of London house design 
of about 1720. 


27 to 35 (odd), 41, 43, 47, 36 to 52 (even), 
56 and 58, Portland-place, St. Marylebone— 
Two terraces of houses which largely retain 
their original design and are sufficiently im- 
portant in’ themselves to give character to Port- 
land Place, which was designed by the Adam 
Brothers between 1776 and 1778, the operative 
architect being James Adam. A further order 
relates to 34, Portland-place. A_ preservation 
pe has already been made for 45, Portland- 
place.

Trees for Council Estate 


Mansfield Town Council are to brighten 
up municipal housing estates by lining the 
roads with flowering trees. One hundred trees 
are to be planted along Ladybrook-lane at a 
cost of £225, including the provision of stakes 
and guards. The Forestry Commission is 
also to be consulted about the practicability 
of starting a nursery where the corporation 
could develop their own trees. 


New Polytechnic Course 

The Regent Street Polytechnic has ar- 
ranged and given notification of the third 
in its series of New Developments lecture- 
discussions. Entitled ‘ New development in 
training,’ it will-be held at the Polytechnic, 
Regent-st., W1, on Thursdays, January 10, 
17, 24, 31, and February 7, beginning at 6.30 
and ending at 8 p.m.

Accident 
Beyond Employers’ Control 


Concealed Tank: 


CourT OF APPEAL 


BEFORE LorDs JUSTICES PARKER, SINGLETON 
AND JENKINS, 


Knight vy. Lambrick Contractors, Ltd. 


ITHE Court of Appeal decided on Novem- 

ber 1 that a man who Was injured by 
falling into an underground water tank while 
clearing a site for houses was not entitled to 
damages from his employers, who had not 
broken building regulation 77 dealing with 
fencing of excavations. An appeal by Mr. 
James Knight, of Long-lane, Ashford, Mid- 
dlesex, against the dismissal by Mr. Justice 
Pilcher of his action against Lambrick Con- 
tractors, Limited, of Feltham-road, Ashford, 
was dismissed. 


Lord Justice Parker said that the company 
were clearing a housing site at Weybridge 
(Surrey) and Mr. Knight was demolishing a 
conservatory when the ground under him 
collapsed and he fell about eight feet into a 
tank. He had dislodged one of two slates 
covering the tank. There was a considerable 
quantity of debris on top of the slates, and 
Mr. Justice Pilcher found that no reasonable 
inspection would have revealed the presence 
of the tank. 


‘I think it is plain,’ said Lorp Justice 
PARKER, ‘ that some limit must be put on the 
words “excavation, pit or opening in the 
ground ” in the regulation. 
sel submitted that any hole is within the 
regulation if it is one into which anyone 
engaged on the work is liable to fall. I 
think that the words are limited to excava- 
tions, pifs or openings made by the contrac- 
tor in the course of work on the site. I find 
it difficult to bring this tank into the cate- 
gory of an excavation, pit or. opening in the 
ground.’ 


Lorps JusTICES SINGLETON and JENKINS 
agreed that the appeal failed. 


Cost of Works Payment to Include 
Repair Due to War Damage 


CHANCERY DIVISION. 
BEFORE MR. JUSTICE VAISEY, 


Massey Estates, Ltd. v. War Damage 
Commission 


R. JUSTICE VAISEY, in the Chancery 
Division, on October 31, held that a 
‘cost of works’ payment under the War 
Damage Act, 1943, should include repair 
work not due to war damage but which was 
necessary on the rebuilding of a wall due to 
war damage at 34, Bruton-street, London, 
W. His lordship allowed an appeal by 
Massey Estates, Ltd., lessees of the property, 
against a refusal by the War Damage Com- 
mission to allow payment for work done on 
flank walls of the damaged property. 
Giving a reserved judgment, THE JUDGE 
said the property suffered war damage in 
1940 and 1944. It was an old house, rather 
frail and not very solidly constructed. In 
1948 dangerous structure notices were served 
by the LOC under the London Building Acts 
(Amendment) Act, 1939. It was not dis- 
puted that the cost of rebuilding the front 
wall was work for the making good of war 
damage, but the question arose as to the 
cost of re-instating the flank walls of the

house which were required to act as but- 
tresses to the front wall. Such flank walls 
themselves had not suffered war damage. 
The amount allowed was £3,600 whereas the 
amount claimed was £7,800. 


His lordship said that the law as he under- 
stood it was that, as a general rule, any 
preparatory remedial work which had to be 
done before war damage could be made good 
‘was work for which the proper cost could be 
claimed as part of the war damage. It was 
a principle, however, that had to be applied 
on common sense lines and could not be 
used to warrant expenditure of a very large 
sum to prepare the way for the making 
good of war damage properly so-called at 
a comparatively trifling cost. 

The work in the present case was done in 
the way it had been done by reason of the 
provisions of the London Buildings Acts, the 
relevant by-laws and the requirements of the 
district surveyor thereunder, and so far as 
he could see it could not have been done 
otherwise nor more cheaply without infring- 
ing the London Building Acts. The War 
Damage Commission, in his lordship’s view, 
was wrong in point of law, and he would 
hold and declare that the cost of conform- 
ing to the district surveyor’s requirements 
did form part of the proper cost of the war 
damage to 34, Bruton-street. 


WAGE CLAIMS 


Present Demand ‘Short Cut to 
Labour Exchanges’ 


THE PLAIN FACT is that neither our indus- 
try nor our clients can afford another rise 
in building labour costs, said Mr. E. G. 
LLEWELLYN, President of the Southern Coun- 
ties Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, at the Winchester, Andover and 
District Association of Building Trades 
Employers’ annual dinner on November 2. 
Already many employers in the region were 
getting short of orders. They viewed the 
future with anxiety, for they could not see 
how they could keep their men employed 
even as things were now. An increase in 
labour costs could only make matters worse. 


‘The builders in the Southern Counties, 
therefore, say most emphatically that the 
new building wage demand of 4d. an hour— 
14s. 8d. a week—is not only completely 
unjustified but is a direct threat to con- 
tinued full employment,’ added Mr. 
Llewellyn. ‘Since the war building opera- 
tives have had pay rises totalling more than 
£4 13s. a week. They have had a good run, 
and we urge the leaders of the building 
trades unions, who must know the critical 
state of the country’s trade just as well as 
we do, to think again about pressing for 
another wage increase at this time. Other- 
wise, to our mind, they would be leading 
the rank and file of their membership on a 
short cut to the queue at the labour 
exchanges.”

‘DurinG the last ten years the building 
industry has experienced many difficulties 
but these have not included a shortage of 
work,’ said Mr. K. C. F. Foster, FIOB, 
President of the London Master Builders’ 
Association, at the Association’s Northern 
Area annual luncheon to district surveyors 
at the Hendon Hall Hotel on October 24. 
‘I am becoming a little apprehensive regard- 
ing the future; the volume ef work appears 


to be falling off due to the Government’s 
fiscal policy and a certain amount of con- 
sumer resistance.’ 


Mr. Foster continued by saying that he 
was sure local authorities and everyone con- 
nected with the building industry agreed that 
control by financial measures was preferable 
to a return to licensing, and it was vital that 
inflation should be halted. 


The LMBA appreciated that more 
advanced training of general foremen and 
persons in other supervisory categories would 
bring about greater efficiency in the indus- 
try, and Mr. Foster said that the previous 
week the Association had appointed its own 
Education and Training Officer who would 
deal with all aspects of education in the 
building industry’ in London and who wouid 
administer the Association’s Pupilship and 
Studentship Schemes for training for the 
supervisory and technical grades. 

Mr. E. H. WALDEN, MIMunE, ARICS, En- 
gineer and Surveyor, Potters Bar UDC, 
replied to the toast of ‘The Guests,’ pro- 
posed by Mr. A. T. FAIRHEAD, Vice-Chair- 
man of the Northern Area. Mr. D. C. W. 
Piercy, chairman of the Area, presided. 





City Building Schemes Approved 


IMPROVEMENTS 


AT a meeting of the Court of Common 

Council, at Guildhall, London, on 
November 1, the Improvements and Town 
Planning Committee, whose report was 
adopted, recommended that the Council, on 
behalf of London County Council as plan- 
ning authority, approve drawings submitted 
in compliance with conditions of permissions 
already granted. 

These were in respect of 29, 30 and 31, 
Clements-lane, where a_ six-storey office 
building with a basement is to be built 
(developers, Mr. A. Sicklemore), permission 
having been granted on November 17, 1955; 
125 to 135, Fenchurch-street, 1 to 4, Cullum- 
street, 6 and 7, Fen Court and parts of 35 
to 37, Lime-street where'a new building is 
to be erected for use as offices with base- 
ment, restaurant and car park (developers, 
City of London Real Property Co., Ltd.), 
permission having been granted on January 
20, 1955; and 21 to 26, Leadenhall-street and 
52 to 54, Lime-street where existing premises 
are to be rebuilt for use as shops, offices or 
shops and offices (developers, Prudential 
Assurance Co., Ltd.), permission having been 
granted on July 29, 1952. The drawings in 
the last case were partly in substitution for 
those approved on November 18, 1954. 

The Committee also reported that they 
had considered the opportunity of improv- 
ing Vine-street in connection with the re- 
development of 151 to 154, Minories and 68 
to 74 (even), Vine-street. The developers 
had agreed to convey to the Corporation the 
leasehold interest in lands required for 
improvement and also to grant a right of 
way over certain land for a public footpath. 

The Committee submitted for adoption a 
plan for the improvement of Vine-street and 
recommended that a formal adjudication be 
made to carry out the improvement and 
acquire the necessary interests in such land, 
the offer of the developers be accepted and 
the necessary resolution be passed for the 
Council to appropriate for the purpose of

the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947, 
the freehold interest in the required part of 
the property. 

In their report, the Improvements and 
Town Planning Committee also asked the 
Council to permit certain developments, in 
accordance with plans submitted, including 
the formation of new shop fronts and 
changes of user. 

They also asked the Council to permit the 
development of 151 to 154, Minories and 68 
to 74 (even), Vine-street by a change of use 
to Post Office user in respect of the ground 
floor and basement and variation to the 
design of these floors from the approved 
offices with garages in the basement. This 
was subject to various conditions. 


Other developments, with conditions, 
which the Committee asked the Council to 
permit, included 11 and 12, Westmoreland 
Buildings, Aldersgate-street, for the erection 
of a temporary shop -for the sale of 
aquarium supplies for a period of three to 
five years or longer; the erection of a new 
building to be used as shops with office and / 
or classrooms over, at 66 to 74 (even), Moor- 
gate (architects, Messrs. Enthoven and 
Moch), the conditions including that the 
whole of the ground floor, other than the 
office entrance, must be used for retail shop- 
ping and before any work is begun draw- 
ings and particulars must be submitted 
showing elevations to a scale of four feet to 
one inch or greater, revised as may be neces- 
sary showing, inter alia, architectural har- 
mony with other buildings existing and pro- 
posed in the area. 

The Committee also recommended, sub- 
ject to the consent of the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, that the lease- 
hold interest of 1, Bow-lane should be sold 
to the trustees of Mr. Palumbo’s Settlement 
with a view to the trustees developing the 
site in conjunction with 56 to 58, Cheapside 
for a sum of £8,450, plus interest from Sep- 
tember 3, 1956, to the date of completion

of the sale at the rate of 54 per cent. per 
annum, the Corporation ceasing to pay rent 
under the existing lease as from September 
3, 1956. 

They also recommended that a resolution 
should be passed under Section 12 of the 
City of London (Various Powers) Act, 1949,. 
to secure the appropriation of 4, Coleman- 
street—the freehold of which was part of 
the Bridge House Estates—for the purposes 
of the Town and County Planning Act, 1947. 


Compulsory Purchase 


The Committee reported the confirmation 
by the appropriate Minister of a purchase 
notice and compulsory purchase orders in 
respect of the following, with the terms of 
compensation provisionally agreed by the 
District Valuer with the respective claim- 
ants: 

Purchase Notice: 82 and 83, Lower 
Thames-street (freehold interest in posses- 
sion), £7,450 plus £106 1s. surveyors’ fees 
and proper legal costs. 

Compulsory Purchase Orders: Imperial 
Restaurant, 57, Old Bailey, £3,275, which in- 
cludes a sum for disturbance plus £61 19s. 
surveyors’ fees and the proper legal costs. 
“White Hart’ Public House, 64, Fetter-lane 
(freehold interest in possession), 
£16,557 2s. 11d., plus £169 1s. surveyors’ fees 
and the proper legal costs. 

Relative to the order of the Court of June 
14, 1956, agreeing to terms for the disposal 
on lease to Balfour, Beatty and Co., Ltd., of 
land bounded by Cheapside, Bread-street 
and Watling-street, in Redevelopment Unit 
15, at a ground rent of £45,221 per annum, 
the Committee reported that the lessees now 
wished to construct the new building on the 
site in two stages. The Committee recom- 
mended that subject to Ministerial consent 
the agreed terms for the disposal of lease of 
the site be amended to enable the first stage 
to be completed within a period of two- 
and-a-half years from the signing of the 
building agreement or the date of the City 
Engineer’s Certificate, whichever was the 
earlier. Among other terms, outlined by 
the Committee. was that the total period for 
completion of the building should be ex- 
tended from two-and-a-half years to four- 
and-a-half years from the date of the build- 
ing agreement. 


Avondale-square Scheme 


The Public Health Committee’s report, 
which was also confirmed, submitted for 
confirmation the appointment of Sir Lancelot 
Keay, Basil G. Duckett and Partners, as 
architects for the Avondale-square Housing 
Scheme, Camberwell. 

A recommendation contained in the Cattle 
Markets Committee report—also confirmed 
—was that the Corporation should grant to 
Ronald Lyons (Estates) Company Ltd., of 
Lyon House, Lyon-road, Hersham, Surrey, 
an agreement for lease in respect of the site 
known as 98/124, Brewery-road, Islington, 
having an approximate area of 23,750 sq. ft. 

The agreement included a clause for the 
erection of buildings on the land in accor- 
dance with plans and specifications to be 
previously submitted to and approved by 
the Corporation. The lessees were to ex- 
pend not less than £65,000 on the construc- 
tion of the buildings having a floor area of 
not less than 48,000 sq. ft., the work to be 
commenced by midsummer, 1957, aml com- 
pleted by Michaelmas, 1958. 
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COAL BOARD RENTS 
Wages Sufficient to Pay for Repairs 
HE increased price of Coal was one way 


in which people were paying for a £14m. 
loss by the National Coal Board caused by 
its housing accounts not being met by rents, 
alleged Mr. E. A. GowTace, a delegate of 
the National Union of Mineworkers, at the 
Sheffield Trades and Labour Council on 
October 30. The council were debating a 
resolution condemning the Government’s 
decision to repeal the Rent Restriction Acts 
and asking for support in opposition to a 
policy of general rent increases. 

Mr. Gowtage said: ‘The wages they get 
in the industry to-day are, surely, sufficient 
to pay for the increase in the cost of repairs 
to their houses.’ He said that the other 
big landlords, apart from the Coal Board, 
were the councils, who in order to meet the 
cost of repairs, raised the rents of houses. 
That, he said, was only common sense. He 
suggested that before rent-controlled houses 
could be socialised by a Labour Govern- 
ment, the Rent Restriction Acts would have 
to be repealed, and went on: ‘ After a long 
experience of being in charge of the main- 
tenance of houses for the working classes, 
I say that if anybody has fallen down on the 

‘job of keeping houses maintained in any- 
thing like reasonable condition, it is your 
own Sheffield City Council.’ 

Mr. Gowtage considered that delegates 
were standing in their own light by object- 
ing to rent being reasonably increased in 
return for repairs. The resolution was 
carried. 


“WEATHER AND THE BUILDER’ 
New MowW Advisory Leaftet 


Tue building industry in Britain is more 
dependent on the weather than perhaps any 
occupation other than farming. Every year 
an incalculable number of man-hours are 
lost to the industry because of unfavourable 
weather conditions that cause work to come 
to a standstill. 

Yet there is little doubt that weather fore- 
casts can greatly assist builders and super- 
visors by giving an indication of ‘ what it 
will be like tomorrow,’ so that the next 
day’s work can be planned ahead with some 
degree of confidence. 

* Weather and the Builder,’ the fortieth in 
the Ministry of Works series of Advisory 
Leaflets, now published (HMSO, price 4d.), 
tells builders and those in charge of site 
operations what services are offered by the 
Meteorological Office for their assistance. 
The leaflet, prepared in conjunction with 
the Building Research Station and the 
Meteorological Office, describes the various 
types of weather forecast available from 
* Met,” and gives valuable hints on how to 
make the fullest use of this information. 

A brief explanation of weather definitions 
and meteorological terms is provided; and 
‘full particulars are given of how to obtain 
general and special forecasts—including 
forecasts especially prepared for any par- 
‘ticular site. 

Included in the leaflet is a map that shows 
‘the regions into which Great Britain is 
divided for weather forecasts given over the 
radio, and also a list of meteorological offices 
(with addresses) covering the whole King- 
dom, from which local forecasts may be 
obtained.

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WORK AT CHRISTMAS 
LMBA’s Notes for Members 


BEARING in mind that this year Christ- 
mas Day and Boxing Day fall on 
Tuesday and Wednesday respectively, the 
LMBA have issued the following notes for 
the assistance of members in making their 
arrangements for this period. 


(a) Second Week of Annual Holiday.— 
Employers are reminded of the resolutior 
of the Council referring to the right of the 
employer under the annual holidays agree- 
ment to grant the second week of holiday 
in the winter and noting that the appropriate 
week in 1956 for this holiday would be 
December 24-30. 


Employers are also reminded that when 
arrangements are made to close down for 
the second week of annual holiday, there 
may be some operatives who, for one reason 
or another, have already taken their second 
week’s holiday or have quite small amounts 
of accrued credits, and who therefore may 
be faced with certain hardships if they are 
prevented from working during the Christ- 
mas period. In these circumstances, it is 
hoped that if subscribers are making 
arrangements to man sites or works to any 
extent or for any purpose during this holi- 
day period, they will give special considera- 
tion to such operatives. 


(b) Pay Arrangements.—Where contracts 
are not closed during Christmas week the 
payment of wages on Thursday, December 
27, will obviously present difficulties and 
the Regional Joint Committee hopes, there- 
fore, that in those cases where it is not 
possible to arrange for the payment of 
wages on Thursday, December 27, every 
endeavour will be made to ensure that the 
operatives receive their pay not later than 
Friday, December 28. Where contracts are 
closed for the second week of the annual 
holiday during December 24-30, there is no 
obligation under the Working Rule Agree- 
ment for the payment of wages during that 
week, and’ payment of outstanding wages 
may be deferred until the following Thurs- 
day, January 3, 1957. 


(c) Annual Holiday Credits. — Under 
Clause 7 of the annual holidays scheme the 
value of the accumulated credits on Part II 
of the annual holiday card for the account- 
ing period 1955/56 should be paid on the 
last customary pay day prior to the com- 
mencement of the holiday; in cases where 
the annual holiday week commences on 
Monday, 24 December, the payment of such 


credits would be made on _ Thursday, 
December 20. 
(d) Public Holiday  Credits—Under 


Clause 7 of the Public Holidays Scheme pay- 
ment of credits accumulated up to and in- 
cluding the week ending December 23, 1956, 
should be made on Thursday, January 3, 
1957. When a week of annual holiday con- 
tains a public holiday this does not entitle 
operatives to additional days of annual 
holiday. 


Those having contracts outside the Lon- 
don Region would be well advised, states 
the LMBA, to make inquiries to the Regional 
Federation of the locality to ascertain what 
arrangements have been made by the Local 
Joint Committee regarding 
arrangements for the Christmas period.

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IN PARLIAMENT 


By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
Housing Needs of Large Cities 
(THE growing difficulties of large cities in 

England to find suitable sites on which 
to carry out development schemes to meet 
the housing needs of their areas was em- 
phasised in the House of Commons on Oc- 
tober 30, when the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government was asked several ques- 
tions on this subject with particular reference 
to the requirements of Manchester and 
London. 

Mr. Eric JOHNSON asked the Minister if 
lhe was aware that Manchester’s potential 
house-building programme was having to be 
reduced because building sites outside the 
city were not available to the extent neces- 
sary and whether he had completed his con- 
sideration of Manchester’s housing problem. 

Mr, Witwiam Grirritus asked the Minis- 
ter whether he was aware that Manchester 
Corporation had been obliged to reduce their 
house-building programme for 1956 to an 
estimated 1,350, and whether he would say 
what sites he proposed to allow the corpora- 
tion to develop to meet their urgent housing 
needs. 

Mr. Harotp Lever asked the Minister 
whether he had come to any decision about 
the provision of suitable areas for develop- 
ment designed to deal with Manchester’s 
overspill. 

Mr. SAnDys: I am, of course, well aware 
of this problem. A few days ago I received 
a letter from Manchester Corporation stress- 
ing their need for one or more large sites 
fer comprehensive development outside the 
city, and asking for my advice. I hope to 
be able to make a statement soon. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that those who. repre- 
sented Manchester appreciated the fair and 
thorough way in which the Minister had in- 
vestigated this difficult problem, but at the 
same time they were gravely disturbed at 
the way in which Manchester’s housing pro- 
gramme was being slowed down because of. 
a lack of suitable sites. 

Mr. GriFFITHS said that slum ‘clearance, 
about whith the Minister professed to be so 
concerned, was being delayed in Manchester 
because of the inordinate time that the 
Minister had taken to consider this question. 
There was mounting exasperation in Man- 
chester at the delays and dilatoriness the 
Minister had shown. 

Mr. SANDYS said that it was no good talk- 
ing about ‘ delays and dilatoriness.’ This was 
a question which involved, and everyone 
would agree that it was desirable, agreement 
being reached between a number of export- 
ing and receiving authorities, which included 
county councils and local authorities. It 
was complicated and had been the subject 
of many discussions. 

He had been to Manchester and the sur- 
rounding areas two or three times. He had 
had meetings with the city council and the 
county councils separately and together. He 
had explored the matter very fully, and the 
point had been reached where he thought the 
Government should state their views on it, 
but it would not have been right to rush it. 

‘LreuT.-CoL. BROMLEY-DAVENPORT asked 
the Minister for an assurance that he would 
follow the policy laid down not only by his 
predecessor but by the Government that not 
one acre of good agricultural land would be 
destroyed where land of less agricultural 


value could be used. Would he also follow 
the Cheshire County Development Plan 
which went a long way to meet the needs of 
Manchester overspill, but first see that Man- 
chester developed her own sites first? 

Mr. SANDYs said that he would study what 
had been said, but meanwhile he did not pro- 
pose to lay down any broad principles in 
reply to a supplementary question. 

Mr. MITCHISON said that the Minister was 
responsible for starting new towns, and sug- 
gested that it was about time he exercised 
that responsibility to relieve Manchester and 
other large towns where similar difficulties 
existed, 

Mr. SANDYS said that this particular con- 
troversy was not about new towns, but over 
the provision of some large site outside 
Manchester on which comprehensive build- 
ing could take place. 


Barbados Development 


R. LENNOX-BOYD, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies; in a written reply on 
October 30 concerning the recent discussions 
he had had with the Prime Minister of 
Barbados, said that one of the objects was 
to review the development programme of the 
Barbados Government. Previous  dis- 
cussions on this plan had been held in 
August, 1955, and in February of this year. 
In February the plan, which included the 
construction of the proposed deep water 
harbour, involved expenditure of £8,250,000 
in the period 1955-1960. 

Mr. Lennox-Boyd continued: Since then 
the Barbados Government has felt obliged 
to expand the programme to include pro- 
vision for other urgent commitments that 
have arisen. These include a new 500-bed 
hospital, additional schools to accommo- 
date the increase in the child population and 
to eliminate overcrowding, new buses for the 
road transport service and provision for 
higher salaries and wages. The effect of 
this expansion of the programme is to in- 
crease its cost to just over £10m. 

Further useful talks have taken place in 
London on every phase of the revised de- 
velopment programme. The conclusion of 
these further talks with the UK Government 
was that financial resources are available to 
carry out every stage of the revised de- 
velopment programme for 1955-1960 as 
planned. 

One important project in the plan is the 
expansion of Seawell Airport for which a 
grant of £135,000 has now been made from 
Colonial Development and Welfare. funds. 

The question whether Seawell Airport 
should be open to additional airlines has 
been discussed with the UK Government 
who have undertaken to consider it sympa- 
thetically. The Prime Minister of Barbados 
will make a further statement within a few 
weeks. 

The Road Development 


Programme 
URTHER information about the Govern- 
ment’s road development plans was 
sought from the Minister of Transport and 
Civil Aviation in the Commons on Octo- 
ber 31. 

Mr. WATKINSON said that between April 
1, 1955, and September 30, 1956, schemes 
costing the Exchequer about £37m. had been 
authorised in the expanded road programme 
and work had actually begun in the same 
period on more than 1,500 schemes costing 
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about £26,500,000. These figures included — 
schemes for Scotland up to March 31, 1956, 
but not subsequently. 

The programme was proceeding broadly 
on the lines of the announcements already 
made, but there were many other impor- 
tant schemes which he intended to introduce 
as the country’s financial and economic pro- 
gress enabled more funds to be devoted tc 
road improvements. ; 

The standards of construction adopted 
allowed for anticipated increases in traffic. 

He indicated the following five road pro- 
jects to which he attached special importance 
as:— P 

(1) An improved trunk road from London 
to the north-east based on the present Grea‘ 
North Road. Many improvements on this road 


are already in progress and others are being 
prepared 


(2) A new motor road from London to the _ 


north-west, the first part of which will be the motor 
road from north London to the south-east of 
Birmingham. It is hoped to complete this 
section by 1960. It will be followed by the 
motor road from north Birmingham to Lanca- 
shire, linking up with the Preston By-pass (on 
which work has already started). 

(3) Improvements of the two existing trunk 
roads from London to the south-east, by-passing 
the Medway Towns (A.2) and Maidstone and 
Ashford (A°20). 

(4) A road from the Midlands to South Wales, 
including the new Ross Spur motor-road from 
Upton-on-Severn to Ross and substantial recon- 
struction of the existing Heads of the Valleys 
Road between Abergavenny and Hirwaun. Also 
a new motor road from Upt6n-on-Severn to the 
outskirts of Birmingham. 

(5) A road from London westwards to London 
Airport, the West of England and South Wales. 


In carrying out the proposed improve- 
ments to Western Avenue, whether a pedes- 
trian subway would be built at Medway 
Junction would depend on whether difficul- 
ties in locating the approach ramps to a 
subway could be overcome. He did not yet 
know if that would be possible, but a design 
was being considered. 

The preparation of a scheme for recon- 


‘structing Albert Bridge was a matter for the 


London County Council in the first place. 
He would ask them to consider whether a 
flyover should be included at the northern 
end of the new bridge. 

No surface or colour was specifically 
recommended for repaired roads. There 
existed a wide range of well-tried materials, 
many of them covered by British Standard 
specifications, but the choice for any -par- 
ticular work must take into account site and 
traffic conditions and the possibility of 
using suitable local materials. 


Ending of Housing Subsidy 
E Government’s decision to end the 
housing subsidy for general needs was 
announced in the Commons on November 1 
by Mr. DuNcAN Sanpys, Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government.- He said: 

In October of last year, I informed the 
House that the Government had come to the 
conclusion that the housing subsidy for 
general needs should be abolished, but that 
in order not to make the transition too 
abrupt a reduced subsidy would be paid 
for a year or so. 

We have recently reviewed the position, 
and have decided that the time has now 
come to bring this interim arrangement to 
an end. Accordingly, I have to-day laid a 
draft order to abolish the remainder of the 
general needs subsidy for future houses and 
flats.

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I am, however, making an exception of 
one~bedroomed dwellings, the subsidies for 
which will be maintained at the present 
level. In doing so I have particularly in 
mind the needs of elderly people and the 
desirability of facilitating movement from 
under-occupied houses. 

The existing housing subsidies for slum 
clearance, overspill, expensive sites and 
other special purposes, will remain un- 
changed. 

MR. MITCHISON said that this would speed 
up the sharp fall which had been in progress 
m council house building, and would make 
it impossible for many councils to carry out 
their duty to rehouse those who stood in 
sore need of houses. It would be a step 
in the Tory policy of substituting wealth for 
need as the test of whether a person got a 
house. 

Mr. SANDYS said that Mr. Mitchison 
xnew full well there had been a switch 
from house building for general needs to 
house building for slum clearance. That 
was one of the main objectives which the 
House had in mind when it passed the 
Housing Subsidies Act earlier in the session. 
There was no evidence of any sharp decline 
in the overall house building programme of 
local authorities. 

Mr. MITCHISON said that the total number 
of houses built for all purposes by local 
authorities had been falling sharply year by 
year, and was now 50,000 a year less than 
it was two or three years ago. Was that not 
the outcome of the Government’s policy? 

Mr. SANpDys said that from the returns so 
far received, and they were not yet com- 
plete, there was no evidence that the num- 
ber of tenders, and tenders were an 
indication of future intentions, was any less. 
In the present year the total number of 
houses built would be once again as near 
as did not matter, 300,000. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Rehousing Servicemen 


BRIGADIER PRIOR-PALMER asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
what had been the result of his circular to 
local authorities about the .allocation of 
council houses to regular ex-servicemen. 

Mr. Sanpys, replying on October 30, said 
that in a circular issued in March, 1955, he 
had recommended local authorities to relax 
residential qualifications for regular ex- 
servicemen who applied for council houses. 
About 1,330 housing authorities had 
informed him that they had adopted this 
policy. In addition, about 100 authorities 
had agreed, subject to certain qualifications. 
Only 30 had sent wholly negative answers. 
His department was receiving few com- 
plaints on this subject. - 

BRIGADIER CLARKE asked the Minister if 
he was aware that service cities and towns 
had given valuable assistance to service per- 
sonnel in their housing problems for which 
they had received little assistance in return; 
and if he would seek power to give local 
authorities in such cities and towns the 
special financial assistance necessary to 
rehouse service personnel. 

Mr. POWELL, in a written reply, stated.— 
The Minister appreciates the work done by 
these local authorities in housing ex-service- 
men. As was explained in the debates on 
the Housing Subsidies Act, local authorities 
should be able to build for this and similar 


purposes without special help; but any 
authority who consider that they fulfil the 
conditions for special help under Section 5 
of that Act are entitled to apply for it. 


Rent Decontrol, Scotland 


The Government’s proposals for rent de- 
control will cover Scotland as well as Eng- 
land and Wales, and this announcement, 
made by Mr. JAMES Stuart, Secretary of 
State for Scotland, in the Commons on Oc- 
tober 30, was not well received by the 
opposition. 

Mr. Stuart, after indicating that action 
would be taken towards the abolition of 
control, added that account must be taken 
of the special conditions which prevailed in 
Scotland. 


Mr. FRASER asked the Secretary of State 
to take into account the deplorable state of 
much of the housing accommodation in Scot- 
land and for an assurance that’ the Scottish 
provisions would not be merely tagged on 
to some Bill which might be presented by 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. Scottish members, and the people in 
Scotland, would like the matter dealt with 
in their own way. 


Mr. Stuart said that this matter had been 
dealt with on a United Kingdom basis. The 
10 Acts of Parliament which dealt with rent 
control weré United Kingdom Acts, and he 
was not aware of any particular reason for 
departing from past practice and having a 
separate Bill for Scotland, 


Oxford Road Tunnel 


Mr. RUSSELL asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, on October 30, 
if he would state the length and diameter of 
the tunnel under Christ Church Meadow, 
Oxford, which was estimated to cost £7m. to 
build and £100,000 a year to maintain; and 
how this compared with the cost of other 
similar tunnels, 

Mr. SANDys: The estimate was for an 
underground by-pass which, including 
approaches, would be about one mile in 
length. It was assumed that the carriage- 
ways would, in part, have to be accommo- 
dated in separate tubes. The estimate is 
comparable with the cost of tunnel works 
elsewhere. 

Mr. DuGDALe asked if the Minister would 
consider following the example of the United 
States where part of the cost of such tunnels 
at least was defrayed by those using them. 


Mr. SANDYS said that he had been asked 
about the cost of the tunnel, not how to pay 
for it. 


Industrial Derating, 


Mr. Dopps asked the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, on October 30, what 
further consideration had been given to the 
ending of industrial derating; and what 
action had been decided upon to remedy this 
situation. 


Mr. SANDyYs: This problem is being ex- 
amined as nart of the comprehensive review 
of local government finance, which is being 
undertaken. 


Capital Expenditure Restrictions 


Mr, SwWINGLER asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, on Octo- 
ber 30, what further consultations he had 
had since July 30 with representatives of 
local authority associations on the subject of 
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restrictions on capital expenditure; and what 
action he was taking in response to their 
representations. 


Mr. SANDys: At a meeting with repre- 
sentatives of the local authority associations 
in July, I explained the necessity for the con- 
tinuance of these restrictions for the present. 
Since then I have received no further ap- 
proaches from them on this subject. 


Mr. SWINGLER said that numbers of local 
authorities throughout Britain felt that works 
which were really urgent and necessary in 
the national interest were being frustrated 
because of the Government’s financial policy. 
Irrespective of party contro] the majority 
of important local councils were opposed to 
that policy. He urged the Minister to ini- 
tiate discussions with the representatives of 
the councils, and suggested that a more dis- 
criminating concern about their interests was 
necessary. 

Mr. SANDYS pointed out that local autho- 
rities were responsible for nearly one 
quarter of the capital expenditure of the 
country, and he thought it should be recog- 
nised that they must make some contribu- 
tion to winning the battle against inflation. 


COVENTRY GREEN BELT 
INQUIRY 


Rural Council at Variance with 
County Council 


FOR the first time a local council opposed 

Warwickshire County Council at a 
Ministry of Housing inquiry at Leamington 
on October 31. Warwick Rural Council sup- 
ported an appeal by Lord Leigh of Stone- 
leigh Abbey against the county council’s 
refusal to allow house building on 12 acres 
within the proposed green belt round 
Coventry. 


For Lord Leigh, Mr. G. A. GROVE said 
that his policy had always been to preserve 
rural amenities and he had recently given 300 
acres of parkland to the public. The county 
council had given planning permission for 
a 7-acre site containing 18 houses costing 
from £4,000 to £6,000, but this scheme had 
been abandoned because of layout difficul- 
ties. Lord Leigh now wanted permission 
to build smaller houses on an extended site. 


Mr. Grove produced a letter from War- 
wick Rural Council, a copy of which, he said, 
had gone to the Minister. It stated that many 
cottages in Stoneleigh dated from the 16th 
century and both Lord Leigh and the council 
were anxious to restore them so as to pre- 
serve the quality of this ‘unique village.’ 
Before Lord Leigh could undertake the 
work he must sell some land to help meet 
the costs. 

Opposing the appeal, the Deputy County 
Planning Officer, Mr. P. C. Lipsy, said the 
proposal was not justified by local needs. 
Coventry did not claim to have an overspill 
problem and it was estimated that a further 
72,000 persons could be accommodated 
within its boundaries. The building of more 
houses in Stoneleigh would certainly bring 
more people from Coventry and elsewhere. 
‘It. would be completely contrary to the 
green belt policy of the Minister and the 
county council,’ he said. 

The site was visited by Mr. J. G. Birkett, 
the Ministry inspector, and the Minister’s 
decision is to be made known later.

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From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—A uniform gauge railway 
line is to be built between Melbourne and 
Albury, on the NSW border. Sir Arthur 
Warner, the Victorian Minister for. Trans- 
port, said that work will start as soon as the 
£10m. necessary for the work is provided by 
the Federal Government. 


BURMA.—Two projects to which foreign 
exchange available under the American loan 
will be diverted are the establishment of 
the Union Medical Centre in Rangoon cost- 
ing £3m. and the Rangoon Water Supply 
Sewage Scheme costing a little under £2m. 
Other projects needing finance from the loan 
are said to be the following: construction of 
rice storage godowns and of wharves in 
Rangoon port, hospitals, airstrips, an auto- 
mobile plant and a highway survey. 


PORTUGAL.—The Minister of Economy 
has announced further information about 
the establishment of an iron and steel indus- 
try. A total expenditure is envisaged of over 
£33m. over a period of years, on installa- 
tions which will eventually produce 300,000 
metric tons of iron and steel annually. 
The first steps are to be the installation of 
an electrical.smelting plant at Leixoes near 
Oporto, to cost about £875,000; and the 
nucleus of a steelworks and rolling mill at 
Alcochete on the South bank of the River 
Tagus near Lisbon. No indication has yet 
been given when work on this project is 
to begin, or when contracts will be finally 
awarded, 


RHODESIAS AND NYASALAND.—

Inquiry into the Law Dealing with 
; Trade Effiuents 


THE Central Advisory Water Committee 
held its second meeting in London on Octo- 
ber 30 at the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government. The chair was taken by the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry, Mr. 
J. Enoch Powell. The committee received 
progress reports from the two sub-com- 
mittees set up a year ago to inquire into the 
growing demand for water and the collection 
of information about the country’s water re- 
sources. It also decided to establish a third 
sub-committee, on the disposal of trade 
effluents, with the following terms of re- 
ference :— 

(i) ‘To examine existing legislation and the 
operation of the common law respecting the 
disposal from ‘trade premises of liquid effluents 
(including solids in suspension), not being radio- 
active effluents; to examine the problems, in- 
cluding financial problems, arising therefrom; 
to consider whether farm or any other premises 
should be designated as trade premises for the 
purposes of disposal of such effluents; and to 
make recommendations. :, 

(ii) To examine the position respecting section 
8 (2) of the Rivers (Prevention of Pollution) 
Act, 1951 (which requires the consent of the 
Minister before a River Board may take pro- 
ceedings under section 2 or section 3 of that 
Act) and to advise whether it is desirable to 
suggest the extension of the operation of that 
provision beyond the term of seven years from 
the passing of the Act, and if so, for what 
further period.’

Housing Progress

it was 24,802. Houses under construction at 
the end of September numbered 38,802. an 
increase of 1,107 on the same date last year. 


St. Andrews Development Plan 


THE Secretary of State has appointed Mr. 
r. P. McDonald, QC, to hold a public local 
inquiry into the objections which have been 
lodged against the proposals to amend the 
Burgh of St. Andrews development plan to 
allocate a site for future University needs. 
Also appointed is Sir Patrick Abercrombie. 
FRIBA, to be associated with Mr. McDonald 
in this inquiry as planning assessor. 
The inquiry opens in the Town Hall, St. 
Andrews, on November 26. 


The Cost of Multi-storey Flats 


CLOSER co-operation between designer, 
builder, and the workman on the building 
site was urged as a means of economy in 
the building of multi-storey flats by Mr. 
CAMERON N. CraiG, ARIBA, when he ad- 
dressed a gathering of architects and master 
builders in Glasgow on October 25. 


This co-operation exists in France and 
other Continental countries, he said, and in 
France the cost of building multi-storey 
flats was considerably lower than in this 
country, while the cost of house-building 
generally was much higher. 


Mr. Craig reported on the work of a study 
group of the Building Research Station, of 
which he was a member. He said they had 
studied 100 blocks of high flats throughout 
Great Britain, many of them of entirely 
different design. In fact, in a close study 
of 72 blocks of flats, 50 were found to be 
different, each requiring its own blueprints. 


He believed standardisation to a certain ° 


extent was worthwhile. It did not matter 
if a good design was repeated and, in fact, 
he said a good design was worth repeating. 
In the design of flats, the group had found 
that in a great many cases architects had not 
been careful in keeping bedrooms away from 
sources of noise such as lifts and rubbish 
chutes. He regretted that they had even 
found cases where no insulation at all was 


provided on floors, and in most of these 
cases expensive alterations had been neces- 
sary not long after the flats were occupied. 
Mr. Craig emphasised the need for proper 
sound insulation in flat-building. It was, 
he said, of paramount importance. 


From their survey, the group had con- 
cluded that 8 per cent. of the cost of a multi- 
storey building went on sub-structure, 38 
per cent. on super-structure, 35 per cent. on 
finishings and fittings, 14 per cent. on heating 
and plumbing and 5 per cent. on lift in- 
stallations. It appeared to Mr. Craig that 
rather a high percentage of the cost was 
going underground, and while not advocating 
flimsy foundations, he believed that a certain 
saving might be made. Even without radical 
changes, however, he stressed that the cost 
of flat building could be substantially cut. 
The study group had concluded that the cost 
could be reduced to £1,800 per flat, for the 
average size dwelling house of 680 square 
feet, or 53s. per square foot against the pre- 
sent 62s. per square foot.
